TIME FOR COLD-BLOODED NEW ENGLAND TO TAKE A BACK SEAT. 


Washington, D. C., May 13.—[Special.]—Cuba’s day has come at last. President 
McKinley is now engaged in drafting an important message to Congress, which will be 
sent in on Monday. 

The cables between Washington and Havana have been kept working all day and 
numerous conferences have been held at the White House and the State Department

All action in Congress has been suspended 
to give the President an opportunity to take such steps as he may deem wise. 

The production of the confidential reports to the State Department startled the 
Senate as that body has not been shaken since the exciting days of the war. 


SPAIN MUST GET OUT OF THE WAY: 


Late this afternoon it was announced that the President had decided to respond 
to the appeal of the starving thousands in Cuba. If Spain stands in the way of 
affording the necessary relief, so much the worse for Spain. Provisions will be 
sent to Cuba for the benefit of starving Americans, and they will be distribnted 
under the direction of American Consular officers. The Spanish Minister has 
been communicated with, and he in turn has reported the situation to his government. 
Spain has not yet given permission to land a cargo of provisions in Cuba, but 
Minister de Lome has advised his government that no objection be made, for he 
has learned that the President and Congress are determined to act with the utmost 
expedition and entirely regardless of international complications. Having freed al- 
most all the Americans in prison President McKinley is now determined that those 
who are starving in the fortified towns must be relieved at once. 


DE LOME ANGRY WITH GEN. LEE. 


The report of Consul-General Lee, backed up by those of other consular officers 
in Cuba, has given great umbrage to the Spanish Minister, and he has communicated 
the fact to the State Department. The government at Madrid has already entered a 
protest here, and, besides that, fears are entertained that the Spaniards in Cuba may 
make hostile demonstrations against Consul-General Lee and Consuls Brice, Barker, 
and others. The situation is exceedingly grave, and in the opinion of Senators who 
have had access to all the facts the coming week is more than liable to precipitate. 
a crisis in the relations between this country and Spain. 

The President does not propose to take any action looking toward a recognition 
of the insurgents until after the return of Mr. Calhoun, but he does propose to ree- 
ommend to Congress next Monday the imniediate appropriation of a large sum of 
money to relieve the starvation and misery in Cuba.

„The reports submitted to us show conclusively that Spain has lost her hold on 
Cuba forever. The day for diplomatic correspondence has passed and the time for 
prompt action has arrived. The remark of the President that the reports from Con- 
sul-General Lee and our other consular officers there ought not to be published is strict- 
ly true, for if they were given to the newspapers the people of America would rise up 
and invade Cuba without further ado. We are perfectly willing to delay action look- 
ing toward the recognition of the insurgents as belligerents until the arrival of Mr. Cal- 
houn, the purpose of whose visit to Cuba is no longer a secret. We are not willing,

Rei Spanish Government is very humble just now, and if no serious heise 
is made to this charitable enterprise in the name of the great American people all will 
be well, but on the first intimation from Spain of a purpose of preventing the landing 
of foed and elothing we will do forcibly what we are now proposing to do peaceably.

The reports which have created all the commotion here in Washington have been 
closely kept as a profound secret at the State Department and by the three Senators 
who have been permitted to read them. Tun TRIBUNE correspondent was at the 
State Department while the great stack of papers lay on Judge Day’s desk in plain 
sight, but of course he was not permitted to examine them. 

From another source, however, much was learned as to their character. They 
embrace detailed reports from Pulaski F. Hyatt at Santiago de Cuba, Walter B. Barker 
at Sagua le Grande, Alexander C. Brice at Matanzas, Raphael Madrigal at Sancti 
n. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee at Havana, and others. 

AT SANCTI SPIRITUS 10,000 STARVING. 

From Sancti Spiritus the report came that there were 10,000 starving people, 
and that 5,000 had been registered at the Mayor's office as absolutely without 
provisions of any kind. Reports from Consul Barker at Sagua le Grande were 
presented under date of April 29 and May 2, in all of which shocking scenes of 
starvation were pictured, to which the Consul himself had been an eye-witness. He 
cited cases of people who were actually starving and others who were hoping for 
death as a relief from their sufferings. Consul Barker was so much moved by the 


Suffering of the people in the towns that in one of his reports he asked permission to 


send an appeal tothe people of America for funds to relieve the starving people about 
him. In his last report, which was one of those considered most significant by the 
Senate committee, he presented the names of a large number of American citizens 
and gave the State from which they hailed.

ing country has been entirely stripped of everything to support human Nife, and the 
people have been forced to leave their plantations and settle in the towns. THese 
unfortunate victimes were known as conccentrados.. After the first movement of 
this kind there was a relaxation of the military orders and the people straggled back 
into the country, but recently they were again driven into the town, and hence are 
now Bm spoken of as reconcentrados. j 
FOO HORRIBLE TO BELIEVE. 

Weyler’s policy was and is one of absolute extermination and contemplates the 
reduction of the Cuban population by a deliberate policy of starvation and the sub- 
sequent repeopling of the island by immigrants from Spain. This.is a plan almost 
too horrible to be believed, but it is fully substantiated by the consular reports, In 
Matanzas, Sagua le Grande, and Sancti Spiritus there are many Americars. Quite 

a number of these are Cubans, who were educated in this country and became 
naturalized citizens. Many of them married American wives, who accompanied them 
back to Orba, and these delicately reared women are now undergoing the torture 
of starvation together with the other reconcentrados. 

In addition to this class there are xu number of native Americans who went to 
Cuba at one time or another and have remained there peaceably engaged in legitimate 
occupations. They have been compelled by Weyler's orders to leave their homes in 
the country and pack themselves in the towns without any provision being made for 
food or clothing. Among the number mentioned in the reports are the members of 
a family named Paine, from Illinois, whose condition is said to be pitiable in the ex- 
treme, although when the revolution broke out they were in comparatively prosperous 
circumstances, 

, LOOKING TO UNCLE SAM FOR HELP. a l 

The Oonsuls report that these unfortunate reconcentrados gather around the con- 
sulate day by day and ask when the great American Government proposes to take the 
action which has been promised to relieve them of their sufferings. The reports unite 
in saying the relief must come at once, and that it must be sentin such a way as to reach 
the people for whom it is intended without being subjected to Spanish redtape, for 
under Gen. Weyler's orders Cattle which cquld not be shipped te Havana have been 
‘ butchered’ in the fields, supplies of grain and vegetables confiscated or burned, and the 
whole country laid waste. 

+ Here in Washington there is a‘ decided feeling of unrest over the rapid changes 
in the Cuban situation. The determination of the President to recommend an appro- 
priation for the distribution of supplies in Cuba is reccgnized as being fraught with 
grave possbilities. Navy Department officiais were stirred up all day long over the 


situation, for they recognize the fact that Spanish pride may easily be touched by this 


unexpected action on the part of the United States and some resentment shown, which 
would be almost certain to precipitate a conflict between the two countries. 
LEE AND CALHOUN IN DANGER. 
Reports from Havana this afternoon were to the effect that an ugly feeling is 
being shown there toward Consul-General Lee. For weeks Gen. Weyler and his 


officers have been particularly friendly toward the American representative for the 
’ express purpose of securing his good will and that of the present administration. Gen. 


Lee’s report exposing the lying pretense of Weyler that Cuba has been pacified has, 
it is said, created a sensation in Havana, and Weyler and his subordinates are begin- 
ning to show their teeth. The result is that at almost any moment it may become 
necessary to send ships of war to Havana to protect Gen. Lee, Mr. Calhoun, and the 
American residents, 

Secretary Long was in conference with the President this afternoon and during 
the interview presented a report showing how long it would take to put an adequate 
force in the harbor of Havana. The President was satisfied that with forty-eight 
hours he could have a ship there of sufficient strength to show the people that trifling 
with the American representatives or an attack on the consulate would be fraught 
with consequences. 

Au the officers in the Navy Department were sued with business during the after 
noon in anticipation of possible troubie and scenes of activity were witnessed such as 
have not been common in the big building since the last speck of war over the 
Venezuelan question.

ANTI-CURAN INFLUENCES AT WORK. 

This is shown by the fact that he brought to the White House this afternoon

inaction adhered to by Secretary Olney and closely followed by President Cleveland.

Washington, D. O., May'13.—There was a sudden and violent outbreak of Cuban 
sentiment today at the Capitol, and during the early hours the feeling was strongly to- 
wards speedy and radical action by both Congress and the Executive, but later there 
was somewhat of a reaction upon its becoming known that the President, while keenly 
alive to the situation and anxious to learn everything possible that could guide his con- 


duct of our Cuban and Spanish relations, 


felt that further information was 


necessary, and that for the immediate present the question was not one of recognition 


of the belligerency or independence of the 


Cuban insurgents, but of relief for the 


Amegican citizens destitute and helpless in the towns of the Queen of the Antilles.

necessity for relief of the suffering Americans, is favorable to more radical measures, 
and a number of its members are earnestly desirous of instant action by the Execu- 
tive in aid of the insurgents, but have not succeeded in converting the administration 


to their views that present action is appropriate and imperative.

TURKEY REFUSES TO COME TO TERMS. 


Opinion at Athens That the Porte 
Will Not Accept the Terms In- 
sisted Upon by Europe. 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY BASS.) 

Athens, May 13.—(Copyright, 1897.]—As 
yet there is no truce. Turkey refuses to 
come to terms. Commander Manos, in 
Epirus, has again made an advance into 
Epirus today. News comes that there has 
been a fierce fight at Philipiada. Two weeks 
ago, with the victorious Greek army, I en- 
tered this town. It was afterwards aban- 
doned after the fight at Pentepigadia:> To- 
day a large Turkish force occupies the town, 
but the Greeks have succeeded in taking 
the heights above it. Prevesa has not yet 
fallen. 

This movement of the Greek army in 
Epirus is likely to bring about retaliation 
in Thessaly. The authorities here are ex- 
pecting at any moment to get news of an 
engagement near Domokos. The people 
here now talk of a small war indemnity. 
The proposition of giving over the Greek 
fleet to Turkey has been abandoned; also 
the Turkish occupation of Thessaly is con- 
sidered impossible. The opinion here is that 
the Turks will not accept the terms offered 
by Europe, and the war is likely to con- 
tinue. There are now in the hospitals in 
Athens 800 wounded.

PULLMAN PORTERS WANT MORE PAY. 


Say Tips Have Greatly Decreased and 
Their Duties Are Greater than 
They Are Paid For. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 13.—[Special.]}—The 
Pullman palace ear porters want to be dis- 
associated from the plumbers and the ice 
men, Standard Oil magnates, and other 
branches of the capitalistic class. They 
have asked for a raise of wages. Atarecent 
meeting of porters and waiters of the Pull- 
man Palace Car company in this city a com- 
mittee was appointed to draw up a memorial 
to C. E. Garcelon, General Superintendent, 
and the Board of Directors of the Pullman 
company. 

In their petition the men state that they 
cannot keep themselves neatly uniformed 
and support their families at the present 
scale of wages. They cite among their griev- 
ances that while they applied and were hired 
as porters they are required at times to per- 
form the duties of conductors, porters, and 
waiters, and sometimes they are obliged to 
carry a punch, checks, and all stationery 
necessary to perform the duties of con- 
ductors. They also collect railroad trans 
portation, do age work, make berths, and 
serve luncheon, s performing the several 
duties of three men. For this they receive 
only the salary of a porter. 

The petitioners conclude with the state- 
ment that the tips received from the travel- 
ing public have so decreased that in conjunc- 
tion with the wages paid by the company 
the men are unable with the most frugal 
management to make a living salary.

CATCH SLAYER OF WOMEN 


NEW YORK POLICE BELIEVE THEY 
HAVE “THE STRANGLER.” 


One of His Victims Who Recovered 
from His Assault Recognises Him 
in the Park and Holds Him Till Fo- 
liceman Comes—Man’s Name Is Talt 
and He Partly Confesses—Accom 
plices Also Thought to Be Known— 
General News from New York. 


New York, May 13.—{Special.]—Accident is 
believed to have placed in the hands of the 
police the solution of the mystery of a suc- 
cession of murders of women within the last 
year or two, all of them by strangulation ex- 
cept ohe, whose throat was cut. The happy 
accident lay in the fact that one victim of 
the stranglers, Pauline Barnett, did not die, 
but lived to recognize her assailant yester- 
day. This was Pauline Barnett, who was 
attacked and nearly strangled with a 
knotted handkerchief in her rooms fifteen 
weeks ago. 

She recognized in a casual passer among 
the crowds in Central Park the man who 
tried to murder her and held him until a 
park policeman came along and took him 
out of her hands. 

Another woman, Fannie Vogel, today grap- 
pled with the rope thrown round her neck 
by two men who entered her room and 
fought for her life until the miscreants, 
scared, turned and ran, only to be caught, 
the first by a plucky young baker, the other 
by another citizen. 

Believe Talt Is the Murderer. 
Capt. O’Brien believes he will be able to 
establish that Jacob Talt, the man caught 
by Mrs. Barnett, was the murderer of at 
least one of the other women, and that 
James Fitzsimons and Henry Weiss, the 


thugs who attacked Mrs. Vogel, were con- 


cerned in the other murders. He believes 
the whole series of strangulations was the 
work of an organized gang composed of 
foreigners, who prey upon the earnings of 
women. 

Tait, after strong denials, broke down and 
confessed today that he had assaulted Mrs. 
Barnett. His collapse was hastened by the 
accusation of Jennie Freeman, who had 
sworn he was with Pauline Barnett on the 
night of the assault upon her. Miss Freeman 
also swore she saw Talt with Annie Bock, 
the night of the murder of that unfortunate 
woman. : 

Fitzsimmons and Weiss have not been 
identified yet as having been seen with the 
other murdered woman, but their methods 
are the same, and it is believed some of the 
crimes will be brought home to them. The 
following is a partial list of the mysterious 
murders: 

List of the Crimes. 


Mrs. Annie Bock was killed some time dur- 
ing the night of Aug. 3, 1896, in a flat at No. 
207 East Twenty-first street. Her throat 
was cut and the work was done so effectively 
that she must have died in a few moments. 

Mrs. Annie Meyers was found strangled to 
death on a bed in her flat, No. 202 East Twen- 
ty-ninth street, on the night of Sept. 2 last. 
Her husband was arrested and found guilty 
of manslaughter in the second degree, but he 
continues to protest his innocence. 

Mrs. Pauline Barnett was found uncon- 
scious on the floor of one of her rooms at No. 
11 St. Mark’s place about 11 o’clock on the 
night of Nov. 10 last. Jewels worth $2,000 
had been stolen. Mrs. Barnett’s throat was 
bruised as if she had been choked. 

Mrs. Flossie Murphy, better known as 
‘Diamond Flossie,“ was found strangled 
to death in her room, No. 228 West Twenty- 
fourth street, early on the morning/of April 
22. Her room had been looted and the mur- 
derer must have carried off more than $1,000 
worth of jewels. 

It was near noon on April 22 that the 
strangler nearly accomplished the murder 
of Mrs. Antoinette Bach. Her screams were 
heard and the would-be murderer was 
frightened away. 


FIRE UNDERWRITERS ARE IN SESSION 


Thirty-first Annual Meeting of the 
National Board Held in New 
York. 


New York, May 13.—The thirty-first an- 
nual meeting of the National Board of Un- 
de:writers was held here today. President 
W. B. Clark made an address. The number 
of the board companies, he said, was now 
109. The capital of eighty-three American 
companies on the roll aggregates $42,520,- 
125, with assets footing up $164,940,200, and 
the assets of the American and foreign 
companies together amount to $218,693,509. 

The premium receipts of the 109 board 
members for 1896 were $111,603,125 and their 
losses $60,541,062. 

The list of the joint stock flre insurance 


companies failed or retired since 1860 now 


numbers 827, with capital amounting to 
$117,312,633 and assets aggregating 8191. 
875,452. Of the mutuals and other classes 
of companies no récord has been kept. 

The report of the,Committee on Incen- 
diaries and Arson stated that during the 
year 265 réwards were offered, amounting 
to $81,150. Since the fund was subscribed in 
1873 rewards have been offered amounting 
to $1,343,350, and fifteen rewards were paid 
during the year, amounting to $5,850. The 
sentences averaged nine years. Since the 
establishment of the fund 208 rewards have 
been paid, amounting to $62,769, and result- 
ing in 296 convictions. The report com- 
mends the suggestion made by George W. 
Postleman of Cincinnati that to every pol- 
icy there be attached a warning calling at- 
tention to the heavy punishment for in- 
cendiarism.

New York, May 13.—Recelver Murray of 
the Baltimore and Ohio thus explains the 
aliiance of that company with the Great 
Northern:

TO SPEND $10,000,000 ON SCHOOLS 


New York Board of Education Takes 
Action Regarding Overcrowded 
Condition of Buildings. 


New York, May 13.—[Special.]—The Board 
of Public Education of this city will spend 
$10,000,000 during the next two years to 
enlarge and improve the school accommoda- 
tions. The action, taken by the board to- 
day has been delayed too long already. 
There are now in the city 50,000 children 
‘between the ages of 5 and 14 years, the com- 
pulsory school age, who are neither attend- 
ing public or private schools. Last year 
19,115 of these were refused admittance to 
the public schools by reason of lack of ac- 
commodation. In the public schools today 
there are enrolled 240,000 pupils. The av- 
erage attendance is 200,000. The daily ab- 
sentees permit more to attend than the 
rooms would otherwise accommodate. There 
are 9,000 pupils attending only half-day ses- 
sions. There are 10,000 in unsuitable rented 
buildings and 30,000 extra forced into class- 
rooms already full. 

Two hundred thousand children are daily 
crowded into buildings not intended to ac- 
commodate more than 150,000.

EX-SENATOR RICHARD COKE 18 DEAD. 


Passes Away at Waco, Tex., of Paraly- 
sis in the Presence of His 
Family. 


Waco, Tex., May 14.—[Special.]—Ex-Sen- 
ator Richard Coke died at 1:15 o’clock this 
morning of paralysis. He was 68 years of 
age. He leaves a widow and one son who 
were at his bedside when death came. His 
funeral will take place Sunday. , 


Richard Coke of Waco was born at Will- 
lamsburg, Va., on March 13, 1829. He was 
educated at William and Mary College; 
studied law, was admitted to the bar when 
21 years of age, and has since practiced con- 
stantly when not in the public service. He 
removed in 1850 to Waco, McLennan County, 
Tex., where he has since resided. He served 
in the Confederate army as private and aft- 
erward as Captain; was appointed District 
Judge in June, 1866; was nominated by the 
Democratic party for Judge of the State Su- 
preme Court in 1866, and elected, and after 
having occupied the positlon one year was 
removed by Gen. Sheridan as an impedi- 
ment to reconstruction.” He returned to 
the practice of law the latter part of 1867: 
was elected Governor of Texas in December, 
1873, by a majority of 50,000, and was re- 
elected in February, 1876, by a majority of 
102,000, resigning on Dec. 1, 1877, after hav- 
ing been elected the previous April to the 
United States Senate as a Democrat to suc- 
ceed Morgan C. Hamilton, Republican.

Quaarrels with His Wife. 


The two had a heated quarrel, and Cun- 
n hurried into his room, a parlor on 
the first floor. His wife tried to follow him, 
dut he had locked the door. She beat on the 
door, but Cunningham refused to open it 
until the landlady appeared and asked him 
to come out. As he opened the door, Mrs. 
Cunningham, it is said, clinched him by the 
throat. He grappled with her, then with 
A right arm swing felled her to the floor, 
The blow loosened her front teeth. 

Cunningham then ran from the house, 
and the wife hurried next door and told 
her daughter and son-in-law of what had 


pened

day and the older man. |

An hour later Cunningham returned to 
his room and locked the door. Milot was 
sitting on the porch of the house in which

Milot Follows Cassiday. 

. Milot followed Cassiday when the son-in- 
law rushed next door and rapped at Cun- 
minghdm’s door. When the door was opened 
there was a clinch. 

, Milot rushed between the men and grabbed 
(Cunningham in order to force him out of 
the hallway. Just then the barrel of a re- 
volver gleamed in the subdued light, there 
jwas a flash and report, and Milot reeled 
pack. As he reached the front doorway, 
only a few feet away, he dropped on the 


top step. | 

Blood, which trickled from a hole in his 
left temple, showed where a bullet had en- 
tered, 

Cunningham looked at the prostrate man 
a moment and then calmly walked into his 
room. A minute later he appeared stepped 
across Minot’s body, and sauntered up San- 
gamon street, entering a house in the next 
block. ' 

The shot had attracted a big crowd, and an 
ambulance from the Desplaines Street Po- 
lice Station was summoned.

Civil Service Amendment.

NEW BILL IN STREET CAR INTERESTS 


Adame A. Goodrich Goes to Springfield 
in Behalf of the Measure—Yerkes’ 
General Denial. 


Adams A. Goodrich, attorney representing 
street car interests, was seen just as he was 
about to board a Chicago and Alton train for 
Springfleld last night. He admitted he was 
going to Springfield in the interest of a new 
measure to be urged in behalf of the street 
car companies, but said he was ignorant as 
to the character of the proposed legislation. 

“That will be a matter for consultation 
after my arrival there,” he said, “‘ and will 
depend a good deal upon the temper of the 
people down there, and what seems wisest 
under the circumstances.”’

I presume it will be in the general direc- 
tion of that bill,“ he replied. ‘* Its purpose, 
I presume, will be simply to afford some pro- 
tection to the street car interests, but as to 
the scope of the bill as regards any specific 
features I have not the slightest idea now. 
I will be able to teil you that upon my re- 
turn Saturday. I should be very glad to 
tell you if I knew, bui I do not.“ 

Charles T. Yerkes was asked if an amended 
bill nad been drafted. He said: 

“I know nothing of any such plan. The 
report that I attended a conference tonight 
to plan such a bill is not true. I have at- 
tended no meeting whatever and know noth- 
ing of any conference in the interest of the 
street car company.”’ 

Julius S. Grinnell, general attorney for the 
Chicago City railway company, said he knew 
nothing of the plans for the introduction of 
an amended bill in the Assembly. If sucha 
bill is in process of preparation he had not 
been consulted in its making. 

If a conference between legislators and 
representatives of the railway companies 
had been held in this city tonight,“ said one 
of the leading officials of a street railway, 
“I believe I would have been informed. 
That the railway people intend to do any- 
thing at present looking toward the presenta- 
tion of new bills in the Legislature I do not 
believe. 

“From conversations with leading op- 
ponents of the Humphrey bills, held in the 
Union League club-house, I am led to be- 
lieve that those who fought the measures 
most bitterly concede that the trolley com- 
panies of the State should have some legal 
protection, and that conferences of men rep- 
resenting the various interests Will shortly 
be held to draft bills which will be accepta- 
ble to all, especially to the Chicago press, 
for we railway men know that it was the 
fight made by the newspapers here which 
knocked out the bills. 

The railway interests were handicapped 
by the prominence of Mr. Yerkes in the 
fight. In fact, it was a battle not so much 
against the railway corporations as against 
Charles T. Yerkes. We all know that he is 
an unpopular man with the people of the city 
and State. Prudent representatives of the 
roads deplored that he was so conspicuous 
in the controversy. He is a burden too 
heavy for us to bear.“

| LEAPS FROM FAST TRAIN. 


FRANZ LE WANOWIZ MAKES A DES- 
PERATE EFFORT TO ESCAPE. 


Prisoner, Under Arrest on A Charge of 
Larceny, Eludes His Captors and 
Jumps from a Car Window—Doth 
Arms Are Broken and His Body 
Badly Bruised—Taken to Dunning 
Infirmary, Where Physictans Think 
He Will Recover. 


Franz Lewanowlszg took a desperate chance 
yesterday afternoon to make his escape from 
the custody of an officer by jumping from a 
Northwestern passenger train moving at 
the rate of fifty miles an hour. The man's 
captor was taking him to Waukegan, where 
he was wanted on the charge of larcery, 
and just beyond the Mayfair crossing he 
found an excuse for leaving his seat and 
jumped from a window. 

The man fell on his hands and face and 
both his arms were broken. He also sus- 
tained several cuts about the head, but he 
was not fatally injured. 

He was taken in charge by the Irving Park 
police, whose attention was called to him 
by persons living in the neighborhood. 
Lewanowis was taken to the Dunning in- 
firmary. 

Arrested for Larceny. 

Lewanowlz was in the custody of Police- 
man Douglas Doyle of the Western Indiana 
railway. He says he was unable to leave 
the train after the escape of his prisoner 
until he reached North Evanston. Then he 
took the first train back to Mayfair and 
sought out the whereabouts of Lewanowiz. 
says he expected to find he had been 

illed. 

Doyle was accompanied by Charles Kuko- 
lie and Matt Rutta of Waukegan, both Poles 
and countrymen of the prisoner. They were 
the complainants against him, alleging he 
had stolen jewelry from them. 

It is said Lewanowiz left Waukegan for 
Chicago yesterday and Kukolie and Rutta, 
thinking he was about to abscond with their 
belongings, followed. At the Polk street 
depot, it is said, they found him purchasing 
a ticket for Minersville, Pa. Doyle was 
near by and the men requested him to place 
the alleged fugitive under arrest. This he 
did, and at 8 o’clock in the afternoon all 
boarded a train for Waukegan. 


Eludes His Guards. 

In the train Lewanowiz occupied a seat 
with Doyle. He was not shackled, and was 
at liberty to walk up and down the aisle. 
He is 21 years old, but has been in America 
only a few monthsand cannot speak English. 
Doyle understood his meaning, however, and 
gave his consent, not supposing the man 
would make an effort to leap from a train 
moving at the rate of fifty miles an hour. 

Lewanowiz watched his opportunity, and 
while none of his attendants was looking 
squeezed through an open window, and 
dropped to the ground. Doyle supposed he 
had stepped into.the vestibule and did not 
miss him. Some time after, however, he 
began to look for him, and then realized his 
prisoner was gone. It was too late to stop 
train, and so he rode on to North Evans- 

on. 

When Lewanowiz reached the Dunning 
infirmary he was at once examined by Dr. 
Johnson, the house surgeon. The latter says 
his injuries will not prove serious. The man 
was able to talk, and by the aid of an inter- 
preter he was induced to give his name and 
age. He could not, however, be prevailed 
upon to make any statement regarding his 
case. He will be taken back to Waukegan 
as soon as he recovers. ' 


COAL WINBRS STRIKE A STONE WALL, 


fay They Will Starwe if They Strike 
and Starve if They Accept 
: | a Cat. 


Streator, III., May 13.—[Special.]—‘‘ We are 
up against a stone wall,“ said President 
James W. Carson of the Miners’ Union, at 
the conclusion of the conference of miners 
and operators of Northern Illinois today. 
“If we go on a strike in our impoverished 
condition we shall starve, and if we accept 
the ultimatum of the operators we shall like- 
wise starve. In such a crisis advice is im- 
possible.’’ 

At the opening of the conference the miners 
brought in a proposition of 65 cents per ton 
Streator, and corresponding prices in other 
flelds, all based on gross weight. 

The operators declined to consider the gross 
weight proposal, and made a strong appeal 
to the miners to accept the reduction of about 
15 cents per ton proposed by them. E. IL. 
Monser, on behalf of the operators, repre- 
sented that while Northern Illinois had 
been loyally adhering to the Columbus scale 
for several years they had seen their trade 
slowly dwindling and their\property decay- 
ing. Their competitors in so instances had 
formed a conspiracy with their Miners to get 
coal mined at any price necessary to rob 
them of their natural trade. It was urged, 
too, that railroads had conspired to make 
rates favorable to competitors at a greater 
distance, and relief was impossible except 
by a heroic and radical cut. It was stated 
that during the last year the output of South- 
ern and Central Illinois had increased 5,000,- 
000 tons, while that of Northern Illinois 
had diminished 200.000 tone. 

No agreement being reached a scale com- 
mittee was appointed. After:a recess the 
committee reported inability to agree, the 
operators remaining firm for the original 
demand. 

Phe miners continued in session, and pre- 
pared a scale, making a reduction of nine 
cents per ton, but the operators declined to 
consider it. 


CONSIDER DR. JOHNSON’S RESIGNATION 


Pastors and Delegates of New England 
Congregational Churches Sit 
and Defer Action. 


Pastors and delegates of the various New 
England Congregational churches met yes- 
terday to consider the resignation of the 
Rev. Dr. James Gibson Johnson, who for 
the last six years has had charge of the 
New England Congregational Church, Dear- 
born avenue and Delaware place. Tie res- 
ignation had already been accepted, though 
with reluctance, by the Church committee, 
but it was subsequentiy decided that the 
committee’s decision should be referred to 
the council of the churches. 

After prolonged deliberation in secret the 
council deferred the question until a week 
from Monday, the ministers being desirous 
of fully investigating the grounds which 
led to Dr. Johnson's resignation. 

The unsatisfactory state of the church’s 
finances was mentioned by several speak- 
ers. There was, it appeared, a deficiency 
da the church's finances before Dr. Johnson 
took charge, and the hope that the situa- 
tion would improve had not been realized. 
Dr. Johnson, who spoke at the suggestion 


ciared that he did not offer to resign be- 
cause of the fear of’a diminished income. 

, Dr. Johnson is President of the Congrega- 
tional club and of the Ministers’ Society 
and has interested himself in the Hull House 
Settlement.

Responding to a Toast He Extols Amer- 
ican Democracy—Senator Han 
na Also Speaks. 


Cleveland, O., May 13.—Nearly 400 of the 
leading business and professional] men of the 
city attended the annual pvanquet of the 
Chamber of Commerce at the Hollenden this 
evening. The guest of the evening was 
Archbishop Ireland, all the others in at- 
tendance being members. 

After the banquet President W. R. Warner 
announced che first toast, An Hoonomic 
Outlook.” Ex-President J, G. W, Cowles 
responded. 

Senator M. A. Hanna responded to the 
toast, ‘‘ Cleveland—Industrial and Commer- 
clal.“ Senator Hanna aemonstrated the fact 
that he is a good Clevelander in @ terse and 
pointed review of Cleveland’s business inter- 
ests and the bright outlook for her in the 
race for supremacy among the great cities. 

President C. F. Thwing of Western Re- 
serve University spoke to the toast. Cleve- 
land’s New Century.“ 

Archbishop Ireland spoke in part as fol- 
lows: The greatness of America is her 
democracy. America, as no other nation, 
honors manhood, consecrates its rights, and 
gives it the freedom to develop its powers 
and satisfy its ambitions. The peril of 
America is in her democracy. I have myself 
the fullest faith in the democracy of America 
because I have faith in the people of America 
and because the democracy of this country 
has, amid terrific trials, proven its right and 
power to live. I have faith, too, in the fut- 
ure democracy of the world, because the 
manifest evolution of humanity is towards 
it, and the being who moves humanity makes 
no mistake. 

“Whatever the differences of conditions 
arising from inequality of talents and op- 
portunities, all men and all classes of men 
must be allowed their own, else all is chaos 
and death. There shall be, despite these in- 
equalities, no social warfare. Poverty will 
not lose its self-respect and wealth will not 
forget its duties to humanity.” 

After making a plea for the moral educa- 
tion of the youth and condemning sensa- 
tional journalism the Archbishop closed as 
follows: 

„ Americans, we love America; we fain 
would make her great; our hearts’ prayer 
is: May she be immortal, to bless during 
ages our sons and their sons and those that 
will be born of them; to bless during ages all 
peoples who may strive in their own land for 
civil and political liberty. Let us work for 
America, but remembering that not in 
sciences and arts, not in commerce and ar- 
mies must her trust be, but in men. Nothing 
more significant and more worthy of our 
heed than the words of our own Emerson: 
‘The true test of civilization is not the 
census, not the size of cities, not the crops, 
no, but the kind of men the country turns 


out.“ 


BUILDING TRADES STRIKE GROWING. 


Master Steamfitters and Juniors 
Strike a Snag on the Eve of an 
Expected Settlement. 


The building trades strike situation be- 
came worse yesterday, greatly widening the 
breach between the bosses and workmen. 
The number of strikers has been increasing 
steadily for several days, and there are sev- 
eral hundred more men out of work today 
than at any time since the strike was de- 
clared on May 1. 

The master steamfitters and the striking 
juniors had a falling-out yesterday on the 
eve of an expected settlement. The bosses 
said they were willing to pay the increase in 
wages demanded by the union on condition 
that the union would bind its members to 
boycott bosses who are not members of the 
master steamfitters’ combine. This the 
union men refused to do, and Business Agent 
M. B. Madden at once ordered strikes in 
several shops where the men have returned 
to work. It is said the journeymen steam- 
fitters will take similar action today. 

The plumbers’ union is preparing to bring 
legal proceedings against several big supply 
houses and jobbers in plumbing supplies 
charged with having refused to sell goods 
to boss plumbers who are friendly to the 
union. Attorney Clarence Darrow has been 
retained by the union officials to prosecute 
the cases. 

The boss plumbers held another meeting 
yesterday and reaffirmed their decision to 
continue the fight without arbitration. 

The Building Trades Council and the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor are preparing to 
fight the South Park Commissioners, who, 
it is said, have refused to recognize labor 
unions. Several labor leaders attended the 
meeting of the board on Wednesday and de- 
manded ‘that union men be employed exclu- 
sively on the new conservatory in Washing- 
ton Park. This the board, it is said, refused 
to do. 


NEW SILYER PAPER FOR ATLANTA. 


Capt. Evan P. Howell, Who Was Frozen 
Out of the Constitution, Wants 
an Organ. 


Atlanta Dispatch to New York Tribune: 
It is rumored that Capt. Evan P. Howell, 
who was for many years the leading spirit 
of the Atlanta Constitution, and who was 
‘recently crowded out of that paper, is about 
to establish a free silver organ here on a 
large scale. It will be remembered that 
Capt. Howell recently sold his stock in the 
Constitution, the nominal purchaser being 
Hugh Inman, a prominent local capitalist. 
It was understood at the time that Capt. 
Howell left the paper in a fit of indignation 
over the victory won by his long-time rival 
and enemy, ex-Secretary Hoke Smith, in 
forcing the suspension of the Evening Con- 
stitution as the price of the morning paper's 
receiving a news franchise. It has since 
been learned that the actual purchaser of 
the Howell stock was a wealthy Providence 
capitalist, who is on terms of close intimacy 
with Hoke Smith, and that Mr. Smith was 
really in the deal. The Constitution having 
passed into the hands of sound money own- 
ers, the inference has generally been drawn 
that it will eventually abandon the free sil- 
ver cause, of which Tt has been the acknow!l- 
edged leader in the South. Since this deal 
the Constitution and the Journal, Hoke 
Smith's paper, have manifested none of 
their old-time bitter rivalry. 

Capt. Howell is now in the West, and it is 
paid he has been in close conference with 
Col. C. H. Jones of the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. His mission is said to be the rais- 
ing of $1,000,000 capital with which to es- 
tablish an organ of the silver cause in At- 
janta. The Western leaders of the silver 
movement are said to have subscribed in 
the neighborhood of $500,000 already, and 
the paper is considered almost a certainty.

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AIRSHIP OFF ONCE MORE. 


PROF. BARNARD STARTS ON HIS 
SECOND ORUISE. 


Reverses His Aerial Cruiser a Number 
of Times for the Benefit of the Spec- 
tators and Then Sails Away—Up to 
a Late Hour No Word Is Received 
from the Navigator, Who Was Go- 
ing, When Last Seen, in & South- 


westerly Direction. ’ 
* 


Nashville, Tenn., May 13.— [Special. The 
second ascent in the airship constructed by 
Prof. A. W. Barnard, physical director of 
the Young Men's Christian Association of 
this city, was made from the grounds of the 
Tennessee Centennial Exposition at 7 o’clock 
this evening. Ever since the first ascent on 
Thursday great interest has been manifested 
by the public, and the promised second voy- 
age was looked forward to with eagerness. 
Several days of bad weather intervened, 
however, and prevented the trip. 

Today dawned bright and clear and Prof. 
Barnard filled the balloon with hydrogen 
gas and made other preparations for a sail. 
During the morning clouds appeared and 
it looked as if the public were to be disap- 
pointed again, but the weather conditions 
improved and the professor stated that he 
would start. The house in which the air- 
ship has been carefully guarded for weeks 
past was visited by several hundred people, 
and when at last the big doors were opened 
and the ship was brought out hearty cheers 
were given. 

Considerable time was occupied by Prof. 
Barnard and his assistants in making ready 
for the flight, but at last the task was com- 
pleted and the ship went up twenty or thirty 
feet, while several men held the ropes until 
the ship was gotten in a satisfactory posi- 
tion. Th professor, holding the handlebars 
of the bicycle attachment, worked the pedals 
industriously, but the ship settled down, and 
several attempts were made tostart before 
the ascent was finally accomplished. 

While the spectators were clapping their 
hands and wishing the professor a safe and 
pleasant trip the ship rose and sailed 
smoothly away. The movements of the ma- 
chine were closely watched, and when the 
aeronaut succeeded in reversing the ship 
when scarcely half-way over the exposition 
grounds he was greeted with applause. Peo- 
ple quickly congregated from all portions of 
the grounds and watched the ship until it 
disappeared, 


Turned About Several Times. 


The ship was turned about several times 
before it passed from the view of the people 
at the exposition, and those up-town who 
saw it report that the professor also re- 
versed its position for their benefit. When 
the airship started the wind had a velocity of 
four or five miles an hour, and the course of 


the ship was with the air current, which 


was southwest. 

It is thought that the ship, which was last 
visible to Nashville people, when probably 
three miles from the exposition grounds, and 
at an altitude of half a mile or so, encount- 
ered an upper current with a velocity of ten 
or twelve miles an hour. Telephone and tele- 
graph messages were sent to points in the 
direction taken by the airship, requesting 
information as to its whereabouts, but at 
11 p. m. no news has been received. It is 
probable that am upper current of air has 
taken the airship out of the course it was 
following when it disappeared from the 
view of Nashville, and that the professor may 
have landed at some point between Lebanon 
and Carthage. 

News was received here at 12:45 o’clock 
tonight that the airship Had been observed 
near Florence statſon, about thirty miles 
due south from Nashville, about 11 o’clock, 
coming toward the city.

ROAD RACE ENTRIES IN. 


TOTAL NUMBER IS 485, MUCH SMALL- 


_ER THAN EXPECTED. 


Many Causes Combine to Lessen the 
List of Candidates for the Annual 
Decoration Day Event—Higher En- 
try Fee, Indorsement of Club Sec- 
retaries, Competition of Cook Coun- 
ty Cyclists the Day of the Contest, 
All Have Their Effect. 


Surprise gave way to disappointment 
among many cyclists yesterday when the 
announcement was made that the total num- 
ber of entries for the Decoration day road 
race footed up to only 485, as against 642 for 
last year, and In opposition to the confident- 
ly predicted 700 or 800, which, judging from 
all previous precedents, should have come 
in. Generally, a bunch of 300 or 400 drops in 
at the last minute, but the Entry commit- 
dee waited in vain for the usual late grist on 
Wednesday night and in the early mails yes- 
terday. Few came in after 6 o’clock on 
Wednesday. 

The falling off in numbers is attributed to 
the raising of the entry fee to $2.50 this year, 
which makes the Associated Cycling Clubs 
richer than usual, even though the entries 
are less in number. The new rule requiring 
the entries to be certified by club secretaries 
has kept out a number of riders, notably L. 
E. Lange, the speedy Captain of the Illinois 
Cycling club, whose entry lacked this es- 


eential point. 


Competition a New Feature. 

Another feature which has been ignored all 
along, but which shows in the entry list, is 
competition. The Associated Cycling Clubs 
have always heretofore had everything their 
awn way.

YALE EXPECTS TO WIN. 


FIGURES OUT A VICTORY OVER HAR- 
VARD IN THE DUAL MEET. 


Disqualification of Beck, Chadwick, 
and Sheldon Made the Blue Su- 
porters Despondent, but with the 
Reinstatement of the First Two 

Their Chances Again Seem Promis- 
ing—According to New Haven Crim- 
son Will Be Beaten Eight Points. 


New Haven, Conn., May 13.—(Special.]— 
For the first time since the famous recon- 
cifiation Yale will meet Harvard on the 
athletic field tomorrow in this city. The 
event will be the annual dual games To in- 
crease the interest in these contests the Yale 
and Harvard alumni have offered for the 
last five years a beautiful trophy cup that 
is to become the permanent possession of the 
university first winning it five times. This 
year is the critical one that decides Yale's 
chances of retaining this valuable acquigi- 
tion to the trophy-room. Harvard has now 
won three times, and Yale twice. if the 
Crimson can defeat the Blue on Saturday 
they are almost sure to win, for the games 
will be held at Cambridge next year, and 
the chances of another victory are witr 
them. 

For the last few weeks it has looked as if 
the intervention of the faculty would have 
the same effect as it did in the fall, when 
Yale lost the Tennis Cup, because two of the 
best players were debarred from cOntest- 
ing, owing to the fact that their stand was 
below the 2.25 mark, and was yet above 
the condition line. 

In this case, Beck, the hammer and shot 
man; Sheldon, the shot-putter; and Chad- 
wick, the hammer-thrower, were all warned 
not to participate in any meetings. This 
caused consternation, and at once all hope 
of winning either the Harvard games or 
the intercollegiate was given up. It has 
been decided, however, to allow Chadwick 
ahd Beck to compete. No action was taken 
in Sheldon’s case. Chadwick satisfactoriy 
made up his deficiency in studies, and Beck 
was disqualified cn a mere technicality, 
which they decided was not sufficient to 
keep him off the team. | 

Now Yale’s hopes are raised to the point 
of expecting a victory, as the addition of 
these men means a gain of twelve points. 
They have been keeping strict training dur- 
ing these weeks of suspension, and so will 
be able to give a fair account of themselves 
tomorrow. 

The 100-yard dash should prove the best 
race of the day. Yale expects first place in 
the person of Graff, who won the spring 
games in 10 1-5 seconds against a headwind. 
Chappell and Garvan are good for this same 
time, and with such men as Bigelow, Red- 
path, and Roach in the racé for Harvard, it 
should make a hair-raising finish. Third 
place is likely to come Yale’s way also.

OLD STEEL RAILS MADE. Is WEY. 


Cheap Method of Renewing Wenn out 
BRatlroad Tracks Now in Oper- 
‘ation in England. 1 


A new method of treating worn out steel 
rails, and one that has received the indorse- 
ment of a practical steel rail maker, Capt. 
R. W. Hunt, is described by him in the last 
issue of Cassier’s Magazine. This is the 
invention of Mr. E. W. McKenna, for years. 
‘identiNed with large railway systems. His 
idea was to heat the worn rail in its entirety 
aud cause as little reduction of weight of 
section as possible, and restore it to perfect 
section and make it suitable for its original 
main track use. “Experiments with the re- 
newed rails in actual service proved em- 
inently satisf ory. 
In the accom — fllustration is shown 
three sections of worn rails. The. sections

given show the different ways in which stee) 
rails wear, together with flowage of metal— 
i. e., excessive curve wear, ordinary curve 
wear, and tread wear. The fact that these 
different forms of worn rails, varying in 
weight from 54.6 pounds to 55.6 pounds per 
yard, were all renewed to the standard C, 
weighing 53 pounds per yard, demonstrates 
that the maximum reduction due to the 
process need not exceed 2.5 pounds per yard 
and the resultant product of any lot of worn 
rails will be within-five pounds of the orig- 
inal weight.

After passing through they fell upon driven 
rollers, and by them entered into the finalor 
finishing pass between the middle and bot- 
tom rolls. They were then carried to the hot 
saws in the usual wey, and after being cut 
to the desired lengths, were put on the hot 
bed to coc], subsequently being cold-straight- 
ened and drilled for splice bolts, The loss in 
heating and trolling ran from 065 per cent to 
O8 per cent. With one heating furnace the 
product was over 100 tons per t Aplant 
is being built at Joliet, III., to renew rails by 
this process.

Indoor Records Established. 

Two world’s records for an indoor speed- 
way were established last night by J. H.

The indoor records 
in these events have never been established 
before, and these two marks will probably 
not be beaten for some time, for they are 
records which are unusually fast on outdoor 
tracks.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Papers were filed in the Supreme Court yester- 
day afternoon by the insurance companies with 
policies covering elevators A and B of the Chi- 
cago and Pacific Elevator company asking for a 
new appraisal of the property to determine the 
amount of the loss. The Chicago and Pacific Ele- 
vator company and the Globe National Bank, as 
mortgagee, are made defendants to the two suits 
filed. 

In the case of elevator B the plaintiffs are 
ninety-seven insurance companies, representing 
policies on the building to the amount of $172,630. 
The papers quote the clause in the standard form 
of policies which makes the companies liable only 
for the actual cash value of the property at the 
time of the fire, the loss to be ascertained or es- 
timated according to the actual cash value, with 
proper deductions for depreciation, and which 
clause provides that the loss shall in no case ex- 
ceed what it would cost the assured to repair or 
replace the property. The plaintiffs also quote 
the provision made for an appraisal of the prop- 
wty in case of a disagreement. 

The appraiser selected by the companies was 
W. M. Wicker, by the elevator company P. B. 
Weare, and as these two could not agree on an 
award an umpire was selected, J. A. McLennan. 

The plaintiffs claim the final award signed by 
the umpire and the appraiser for the assured, 
$148,589, exceeded the actual damage from the 
fire in October, 1896, by $71,559. The plaintiffs 
allege the proceedings of the appraisers and um- 
pire were not in accordance with the agreement 
in that they did not give notice to the insurance 
companies of their meetings either as to time or 
place. It is also alleged that Mr. Weare met 
with outside parties to consider the award, and 
received suggestions from them In the absence of 
the other appraiser and the umpire. 

The plaintiffs hold that competent testimony 
showing the loss to be much less than the award 
was refused by the appraisers, and the companies 
allege prejudice on the part of Weare, claiming 
also that he refused to unite with the other ap- 
praiser in making measurements of the building, 
on the ground he was not required to do so per- 
—— but could hire a third party to represent 


The plaintiffs say they had asked the defend- 
ant in a friendly way to have the award set aside, 
but this was refused. 

Practically the same allegations are made in 
reference to the appraisal of elevator A. The 
award on this building was $119,843, and the 
companies, represénting an insurance of $129,000, 
claim the damage does not exceed $47,000. 

An injunction is asked against the elevator 
company restraining it from beginning any 
action to secure the payment of the policies under 
the award already made until the court decides 
on the application for a new award. 

The interest of the Globe National Bank in the 
case is explained by the plaintiffs as follows: 

It is further shown that they are informed 
and believe that Edward H. Green and Hetty R. 
Green were at the time of the fire interested in 
the buildings as mortgagees, and the mortgage 
claim was affixed to said policies for their ben- 
efit, but after the fire said interests were as- 
signed to the Globe National Bank, since whizh 
wsignment the said Greens have no interest 
therein as mortgagees, creditors, or otherwise. 

The suits were filed by the attorneys represent- 
ing the committee of managers and agents which 
investigated the original award for the benefit 
of the insurance companies. 

—— 

Notices were sent t all insurance companies 
by the South Town Collector threatening to levy 
for the amount of the personal tax due unless set- 
tlement should be made. An injunction, how- 
ever, was granted by the courts restraining the 
collection of this tax until the case instituted 
to determine its validity was settled by the Su- 
preme Court. A decision is expected at the pres- 
ent term of court. The Collector has agreed not 
‘o press the claims until the matter is decided.

CLEWS FROM ELDON GANG 


LIGHT ON ROBBERY AND DEATH OF 
JAMES L. AYLESWORTH. 


Mathews and Hamilton Taken to Join 
the Iowa Town Marshal Said to Be 
a Self-Confessed Hand Cracksman— 
Dodd Makes a Confession at Ottum- 
wea as to Safe-Blowing Which Brings 
Im the Chicago Traveling Man—Ar- 
reats in Consequence: 


With the arrest of Samuel Mathews and 
Jesse K, Hamilton in Chicago four prisoners 
are held charged with cracking the vault 
of the Bradley Bank at Eldon, Ia., on Feb. 1. 
Likewise light is thrown upon the opera- 
tions of a formidable gang which has operat- 
ed in various parts of the West, protected by 
the ‘official position, it now appears, of 
Charles Stevens, City Marshal of Eldon. A 
clew also appears as to the robbery and 
death of James L. Aylesworth, a traveling 
man, whose home was at No. 87 Park ave- 
nue, Chicago. Theclew comes from an addi- 
tional confession secured yesterday, but is 
discredited by a statement from the dead 
man’s wife. 

The reputed leaders of the bank cracksmen 
now in the tolls are: 

Charles Stevens, held at Eldon. 

Dick Dodd, in the Ottumwa County Jail. 

Samuel Mathews, arrested in Chicago, on 
Wednesday night and taken to Iowa. 

Jesse K. Hamilton, also arrested Wednesday 
night and taken to Iowa. 

In connection with the Aylesworth mys- 
tery three young men were under arrest at 
Ottumwa, They are Fred Grube, Gerry 
Devol, James Riordan. 

Two of the prisoners are of high social 
connections. The arrests arise from the 
finding of a pocket-knife in Dodd’s pos- 
session which bore Aylesworth’s name, and 
which Dodd said he obtained from one of 
the trio. 


Gang of Daring Robbers. 


The gang of safe robbers which secured 
$6,900 in half an hour’s time is considered 
to have been one of the most formidable ever 
organized in the West. It consisted of eight 
persons, a majority of whom are said to have 
done time. 

At the head of this gang, it seems, was City 
Marshal Charles Stevens of Eldon, and close- 
ly associated with him, it appears, were Dick 
Dodd, a gambler well known in police cir- 
cles of Ottumwa, Ia., and Samuel Mathows 
of Chicago, alias Samuel Ritchie, and better 
known to the police as Sherry.“ 

Stevens and Dodd were arrested some 
weeks ago. City Marshal Stevens turned 
State’s evidence. It is said that he made a 
confession implicating six members of the 
gang in Chicago. Two of these, Mathews 
and Hamilton, were arrested late Wednes- 
day night by Pinkerton detectives and Sher- 
iff Thomas Stodghill of Iowa. They were 
taken to Iowa the same night, and requisi- 
tion papers were granted yesterday by Gov. 
Tanner. 

The other four wanted for alleged com- 
plicity in the safe breaking at Eldon are Joe 
Smith, alias ‘‘ Indian Joe,“ Thomas Murray, 
D. Cameron, and Robert Durkin. These four 
were all in Chicago early in the week, it is 
belleved. All were indicted at Ottumwa yes- 
terday along with the others in custody. 


Eldon Job Planned Three Times. 


According. to the confession said to have 
been made by City Marshal Stevens. the 
robbery of the Bradley bank was planned 
at three different times. 

Marshal Stevens is said to have taken ad- 
vantage of his municipal position to the ex- 
tent that he quartered the burglars in the 
Mayor's office after their arrival in Eldon 
from Ottumwa. 

The vault was blown open with nitro 
glycerine and $6,900 was taken, but the City 
Marshal, it is said, was left out of the di- 
vision, the men from Chicago proving toe 
1 — for him. 

tevens has lived in Eldon many years. 
He was long a conductor on the Rock Island 
railroad. 

Mathews and Hamilton have both been in 
the saloon business in Chicago lately. The 
former, it is said, was located for a time at 
No. 06 Desplaines street. 

The train of sensations thus far attending 
the case was added to yesterday when it 
was developed at Ottumwa that the author- 
ities had succeeded in adding the confession 
of Dodd to that of Stevens. Dodd first said 
that he had aided only in the first attempt 
to rob the bank in 1895, and which was un- 
successful. He was then confronted with 
some of the evidence against him. At this 
Dodd made a clean breast of it. 


Clew to Aylesworth’s Fate. 


Tt was in searching Dodd the Chief of 
Police found a fancy pocketknife with the 
mo me of James L. Aylesworth on it. 

Aylesworth appeared in Ottumwa about 
April 16. He was assaulted in an alley and 
robbed of a diamond and other valuables. 
He was badly hurt and died at his home in 
Chicago a few days afterward, though his 
death was said to have been partly due to 
typhoid-pneumonia. 

Dodd told thé police that he got the knife 
from a young man of Ottumwa. The police 
then learned that this young man, with 
two others, had been seen with Aylesworth 
in several saloons and their arrest followed. 

Mrs. Aylesworth, who is stil) living at No. 
87 Park avenue, casts discredit upon the re- 
ports from Ottumwa. She says she has her 
husband's pocketknife and the diamond sup- 
posed to have been stolen at the time of the 
alleged assault. She reiterated that her hus- 
band died of typhoid-pneumonia, and said 
this was the opinion of the attending phy- 
sician, Dr. Warren. Mr. Aylesworth died on 


May 2.

TARIFF DEBATE {5 PRECIPITATED. 


Statement of Senator Aldrich Calls 
Out Some Pointed Remarks from 
the Democrats. 


Washington, D. C., May 13.—A tariff dis- 
cussion was unexpectedly precipitated in 
the Senate today. It occurred when Mr. 
Aldrich of the Finance committee stated 
that he would modify the announcement 
previously given as to taking up the tariff 
bill on the 18th inst. Owing to unavoidable 
delay in preparing the comparative state- 
ment the bill would not be called at that 
time. He hoped, however, to call it up on 
Thursday at least for a preliminary state- 
ment. In any event.the bill would be taken 
up on the following Monday. 

Mr. Jones of Arkansas said he did not 
think general debate could begin before 
Monday week. There was no disposition 
on the Democratic side of the chamber, he 
said, to delay the bill, and he expressed sat- 
isfaction that Mr. Aldrich had deferred the 
debate until it could be fairly examined. 

Mr. Gallinger started the Senate on a de- 
bate by calling attention to the enormous 
imports of wool in anticipation of the new 
tariff law. Under such circumstances, he 
said, it was to be hoped partisan feeling 
could be put aside, and a united effort made 
toward securing early action. 

Mr. White referred ironically to this “‘ an- 
ticipatory lecture“ to the Democratic side. 
He hoped Democratic Senators would not 
pursue the tactics of delay of the New 
Hampshire Senator during the previous 
tariff debate.

RAILROADS CONCUR IN PLANS FOR 
SIXTEENTH AND CLARK. 


President Thomas of the Western In- 
diana Presents a Scheme, Approved 
by All the Interested Lines, Which 
the Special Council Committee at 
Once Accepts and Proceeds to Draft 
an Ordinance to Be Presented for 
Passage Monday Night. 


President Thomas of the Western Indiana 
zallway kept his promise yesterday and pre- 
fented to the special Council Committee 
on Track Elevation a plan for doing away 
with grade crossings at Sixteenth and Clark 
Streets, to whieh all the roads interested 
have agreed. This plan will be recommend- 
ed to the Council next Monday night 
by the committee, and those interested 
feel there does not seem now any obsta- 
cle in the way of a final and satisfactory 
Settlement of this long delayed, vexed, and 
vexatious question. 

‘The plan agreed upon is largely on the 
Ines of the one embodied in the former 
ordinance passed by the Council, but which 
guiled of acceptance by the ra‘iroads. The 
ehanges in it are such .as will secure the 
terminal facilities of the tenants of the 
Western Indiana, which were seriously in- 
jured by the former proposal.

ASKS FOR A BACTERIOLOGICAL TEST. 


Kngineer Waters Wants Analysis of 
Boiling Apparatus in John Quin- 
cy Adams School. 


Chief Engineer Waters of the Board of 
Education has sent a communication to 
Health Commissioner Reynolds asking him 
to have bacteriological tests made of the 
water furnished by a special boiling appa- 
ratus at the John Quincy Adams School. 

The apparatus is constructed so as to boil 
the water and cool it within one hourtoa 
temperature not more than five degrees high- 
er than the lake water. The special commit- 
tee of the Board of Education on pure water 
has tested the apparatus and found it worked 
satisfactorily. Its cost will be $200 to each 
building. 

The recommendation of Health Commis- 
sioner Reynolds to equip all the buildings 
with water boiling and cooling apparatus, 
estimates the cost of equipping all the 
schools at $15,000. Chief Engineer Waters 
says it will cost at least $60,000 for the 300 
schools.

CRAWFORD'S ELECTION BILL PASSED.

Springfield, III., May 13.—Senator Craw- 
ford’s election bill was passed by the Senate 
today.

COLORADO WOMEN DEFEND SUFFRAGE 


Declare Their Use of the Ballot Has 
Resulted in Great Good to 
the State. 


Denver, Colo., May 18.—The Colorado 

Equal Suffrage Association and the Civic 
Federation of Denver make the following 
statement in reply to what they call mis- 
leading and false reports circulated of late 
regarding the results of woman suffrage 
in Colorado: 
We don’t clam that phenomenal good 
has been secured by the vote of women, 
The tyranny of political machinery, madé 
effective by long usage under the manage- 
ment of trained workers, cannot be over- 
come by the enthusiasm of raw recruits. 
We do claim that the women of Colorado 
have a vital partin the great movement that 
is everywhere seeking a better .social or- 
der. 

The successful outcome of the late mu- 
nicipal election in Denver, occurring, as it 
did, three years after our enfranchisement, 
was the first triumph of an organized effort 
made by women to influence conventions 
and carry an election. 

Never before, as since the establishment 
of impartial suffrage in our State, has there 
been here such concentrated effort in behalt 
of reform legislation. Bills relating to 
* elvil service,’ local option,’ ‘Indeterminate 
sentence,’ a ‘new primary law,’ and im- 
roved election laws were all proposed and 
ndorsed by organizations of women. The 
first Legislature of the new order passed 
a bill giving the wife equa! rights with her 
husband in the possession of their children, 
nd the bill raising to 18 years the age of 
egal protection for girls. 

In our present House of Representatives 
the work of the Printing committee, under 
the Chairmanship of Mrs. Conine, is found 
to have cost the State S2, 000 less than ever 
before. 

“The women of the Centennial State are 
as securely ‘exempt from military duty as 
are the women living under the control of 
those States which still deny to them the 
gentle but effective weapon of the ballot, 
and no representative convention has had 
such experience of wild disorder as has been 
announced by misinformed Eastern pa- 
pers. 

“Three years ago only three Colorado 
cities prohibited the sale of intoxicants. 
Now twenty-seven municipalities refuse to 
grant licenses for their sale. 

* Characteristic of Western chivalry is 
the improvement that woman’s presence has 
made in the localities of primary meetings 
and polling booths; where formerly they 
were held in stables or drinking saloons 
primaries are now convened in home par- 
lors and polling booths are arranged in re- 
spectable buildings and voting is invariabl) 
eonducted with decorum. 

“A bright Denver Woman, in reply to 
solicitous inquiries of an Eastern friend, 
wrote: 

Whether our character has deteriorat- 
ed by the use of the ballot, or whether an 
improvement is indicated by an increased 
interest in educational, social, and civii 
questions is not for us to say. This we may 
affirm: That while we enjoy the self-re- 
spect that comes from recognized freedom 
we are conscious of no deterioration in es- 
sential womanliness and detect no diminu- 
tion of courtesy on the part of our mascu- 
line friends. The vocation of housewife is 
no whit less honored than before the ac- 
acknowledgment of our individuality as citi- 
zens, and we still love our husbands, chil- 
dren, and home as always. 

„ We believe that the sympathy and co- 
operation of men and women in the things 
that concern good government is an impor- 
tant step in the process of social evolu- 


tion.”

STORIES UF THE ORINOCO COUNTRY. 


A Waterfall of 1,200 Feet, Ferocious 
Fishes, and Black Ants an Inch 
and a Half Long. 


St. Paul Globe: S. A. Thompson, who went 
to Venezuela last year in company with I. 
O. Dart and others to investigate the Orino- 
co country for the Faribault syndicate, was 
in the city yesterday on business. To 
Messrs. Thompson and Dart. belongs the 
honor of discovering probably the highest 
cascade in the world. The most exhaustive 
search in all records has failed to disclose 
any record of the cascade heretofore. 

The exploring party Gonsisted of Mr. 
Thompson, Mr. Dart. and six or eight native 
earriers. The party struck out at right 
angles from the Orinoco through the dense 
jungles. Mr. Thompson said it was impos- 
sible to make more than three or four miles 
per day through these forests, as the vines, 
trees, and underbrush were so closely inter- 
twined. “The party was compelled to use 
machetes to cut its way through. At 
night each man slung his hammock between 
thie trees, covered himself with a stout mos- 
quito netting, and slept soundly. During 
the trip parrots and gayly plumed birds 
were seen by the millions. Only seven 
snakes were seen, which rather disproves 
the theory that the jungles of Venezuela 
are inhabited by reptiles. 

The party continued through the jungies 
for 100 miles, and one day the sound of a 
mighty cataract cametotheirears. The ex- 
ploring party was then in the Imataca 
Mountains. The sound of the falling water 
was pursued, and in am hour or two the 
party came in full view of one of the most 
wonderful sights ever seen by man. Coming 
from a height, which then could only be 
guessed, was a mighty torrent. It was fol- 
lowing the precipitous sides of the moun- 
tain, which rose at an angle of about 85 de- 
grees., The water followed a multitude of 
channels, and its rush churned it into white 
foam. Thompson says the cascade looked 
like a great sheet of animated white lace 
with intricatély woven meshes. 

After standing spellbound the party ad- 
vanced to explorethe cascade. They climbed 
up the side to a height of 600 feet, but still 
the waterfall towered an equal distance 
above them. Mr. Thompson believes the 
water falls 4 distance of 1,100 or 1,200 feet.

Mr. Thompson tells of many wonderful 
freaks of nature. The party several times 
came in contact with the carib fish, which 
are the most ferocious inhabitants’ of the 
water known. The fish are not over fourteen 
inches long, but they travelin schools. Their 
teeth are three-cornered. Any living object 
which at tracts their attention is attacked 
with fury’ Mr. Thompson tells of an Indian 
woman who entered the water to fill a 
bucket. She was attacked by the fish, and 
reached shore, only to die in fifteen minutes, 
The flesh was literally torn from her body. 
Dart, who was with Mr. Thompson, 
caught one of the fish and pulled it upon the 
He held the carib under his foot while 


flopped out from under Mr. Dart's foot and 
seized him by the finger, cutting that mem- 
ber to the bone. The fish frequently have 
been known to bite one fish hooks in

SEEN IX REEKING ALLEYS 


FOUL SIGNS OF NEGLECT UNDER TEN- 


DAY GARBAGE CONTRACTS, 


enen Boxes, Driveways Block- 
aded with Noxious Refase and a 
Malodorous Variety of Dead Ani- 
mals Revealed by an Investigation 
ef Byways in the Eighth Ward— 
Conditions in the Nineteenth and 
Second—Complaints Are Many. 


That the ten-day garbage contracts re- 
cently assigned are delusions and snares, so 
far as their carrying out is concerned, is 
common complaint in Chicago. Here and 
there are evidences of businesslike efforts to 
do the work in a proper manner, but there is 
evidence to the eye and nose in many other 
sections that the work of cleaning up the 
alleys is being glaringly neglected. 

To such an extent does this obtain that 
complaints from indignant householders 
have already began to pour in upon the 
Superintendent of Street and Alley Cleaning. 
These have been supplemented by the re- 
ports turned in by inspectors, some of which 
indicate an extremely bad condition of 
affairs. 

An investigation made yesterday by a 
reporter for THE TRIBUNE indicates clearly 
that the inspector who on Wednesday re- 
ported the Eighth Ward to bein “a very 
bad condition was well within the bounds 
of truth. He might have said that a large 
part of the alleys in that ward were in a 
positively filthy condition without overstat- 
ing the cage. There are some which are 
reasonably clean, but there are many others 
which look as though they had never been 
visited by a garbage wagon. 

Sample Spots in the Eighth. 

rom Throop street on the west to Peoria 
street on the east, and from Twelfth street 
on the north to the river on the south, this 
eondition prevails with few exceptions. Not 
omy are the garbage boxes filled to over- 
flowing with a choice collection of refuse, 
embracing in the list everything from a 
potato paring to a dead cat, but frequently 
the driveway of the alley itself is littered 
with the stuff. Already the odor from this 
conglomerate mass of putrid and decaying 
stuff is pronounced, and with the coming of 
warm weather it will! de sickening and 
fraught with danger to health. 

There is one alley just north of Fourteenth 


street running east and west between Center 


avenue and Waller street, which presents 
the appearance of a small opening between 
an almost solid array of heaped-up garbage 
If the garbage was re- 
stricted to the boxes it would be bad enough, 
but it has overflowed them in places, cover- 
ing the intervals between the boxes as well 
as the driveway in the center. 

The contents of the bexes comprise a pro- 
fusion of tin cans, decay.ng vegetables of all 
kinds, and tea and coffee grounds, inter- 
spersed with an occasional dead cat or rat. 
Ashes, old shoes, and similar refuse go to 
make up a picture well calculated to appall 
the heart of a sanitarian. 

There is a short aliey which runs into this 
from Frank street on the north, and it fully 
Maintains the filthy standard of the other. 
Almost the first object to greet the eye 
a huge dead cat lying in the middle of th 
alley, while in suggestive juxtaposition re- 
poses a dead rat of a size sufficient to have 
made it a worthy foe. These form the set- 
ting to a clustered array of garbage boxes 
on each side of the alley which, like those 
in the larger alley, have long since grown 
too small for the burdens imposed upon 
them, and as a result their contents have 
mingled with the dirt, ashes, and other 
refuse of the alley. 

It would be invidious not to mention an- 
other alley in this same neighborhood, run- 
ning north and south between Morgan and 
Johnson streets. If there is anything made 


use of by the people residing thereabout 


which is not represented in the heaped and 
overflowing garbage boxes which thickly 
strew its sides it is not apparent at first 
giance. Remnants of pretty nearly every- 
thing which is eaten, worn, and drunk 
abound here in spoiled, soiled, tattered, and 
broken confusion, while, to give color to 
the picture, a dead cat or rat is discovered 
at frequent intervals. 
Slighting His Work. 

There is another alley running east from 
Throop street, south of Fourteenth, which 
is a close second to the worst of those men- 
tioned. It abounds in overflowing garbage 
boxes and altogether presents about as filthy 
an appearance as well can be imagined. 
The same is true of an alley leading west 
from Center avenue, south of Twelfth street, 
and of another running west from Center 
avenue, south of Eighteenth street. That 
the contractor in this ward is slighting his 
work,“ according to the inspector's report, 
is painfully evident. 

The Nineteenth Ward is also in anything 
but a clean condition, but it is vastly better 
than the Eighth Ward. In the streets run- 
ning through the Italian quarter there are 
considerable garbage and dirt, and the same 
is true of other streets and alleys in the 
ward. 

The Second Ward, too, ‘offers a most in- 
viting field for work. All along under the 
Alley “LL” tracks there is much garbage 
scattered, and some of the alleys in the 
more aristocratic part of the ward are far 


from clean. 
RAILROADS — IN HODERN RUSSIA. 


Six Thousand Miles ot Railroad New. 


Being Built in the Czar’s Exten- 
sive Dominions, 


New York Sun: The State of Illinois has 
10,600 miles of railroad, Iowa 8,500, and Mich- 
igan 7,500. The three States—Illinolis, with 
a land area of 56,000 square miles; lowa, with 
a land area of 55,000 square miles: and Mich- 
igan, with a land area of 57,000—have col- 
lectively 26,260 miles of railroad, or more 
than the Empire of Russia had, according to 
the last official reports, which showed that 
at the beginning of the present year the total 
length of railways open for traffic in Russia 
was 25,975 miles, of which 15,230 miles be- 
longed to the state, exclusive of 945 miles 
of the Trans-Caspian railroad, which is in 
the hands of the Minister of War. Thearea 
of Russia in Europe is 2,100,000 square miles, 
and of Russia in Asia, 6,400,000 square miles, 
a total of 8,500,000 square miles. This de- 
ficiency of communication, however, is being, 
if not rapidly, at least steadily, overcome, 
and it is computed that there are now 6,000 
miles of roads in course of construction, aad 
it is estimated that by the end of the century 
there will be Bomething like 32,000 miles of 
railroad in thé Russian Empire, two-thirds 
belonging to the state. 

The growth of the railroad system in Rus- 
sia, age ey! begun in i837, has been very 
rapid sthce 1890. The first road constructed 
was sixteen miles long, from burg 
to Tsarskoe-Selo, and in this was the 
only line in the empire. At that time the 
United States had in operation 2,800 miles, 
In 1850 the-mileage of Russian railroads had 
increased to 300 miles, and 1860 it was still 
less than 1,000. The railroad mileage of the 
United States im the same year was 30,600 
miles. In 1870 the mileage of Russian rall- 
roads was 7,000 miles; in 1880 it was 14,000; in 
1800 it was 10,500. It has since increased 
with such rapidity that, as stated, it is ex- 
pected that before 1900 there will be 82,000 
miles of railroad in Russia, though, of course, 
these figures compare poorly with the totals 
in the United, States, where there are now 
180,000 milés of railroads. One difficulty 
from which the railroads of Russia have 
heretofore suffered severely has been the lack 
of freight business. In other words, the 
Russian railroads have been run chiefly for 
passenger traffic, the profits of which are 
relatively small and the expenses of which 
dre inordinately large. Up to twenty-five 
years ago the railroads of Russia carried 
twice as many passengers in a year as they 
did tons of freight, though gradually the dis- 
parity between the two has been iesgened, 
and since 1880 the proportion of freight car- 
ried has been materially larger than here- 
tofore. In the United States about 7U per 
cent of the railroad earnings are from 
freight, and this is the chief item of profit in 
operation on all ot lines. The Russians are 
beginning to utilize their railroad facilities 
for the 3 of not freight toa greater 
extent was formerly the case with 
them, Borns as a result of this, managers of 
the various lines haveffound ft profitable to 
extend them.

Old Price List Reduced from 40-20 to 
20-15 Cents and a Discount of Halt 
a Dollar on Every 2,000-Pound Book 
or Purchase—Harvesters Glad to 
Sell Car-Load Lots to New Concerns 
War of the Frigid Cakes on the 


North Side. . 


The ice combine has gone out of business. 
The icemen are selling chunks of winter for 
what they can get for it, and are not as 
happy as they were last summer, when cus- 
tomers had to mortgage their life Insurance 
to get a mite of the modern necessity for 
their business or their households. 

The old price list of 40 cents a 100 pounds 
to domestic consumers and of 20 cents to sa- 
loonkeepers, restaurants, butchers, and 
other large consumers was abandoned on 
April 22, along with the dictatorial methods 
of doing business which exasperated the 
public in 1896, and a new price card was an- 
nounced. Ice was then offered at 30 and 15 
cents. Now dealers are falling over one 
another in their scramble for trade at a dis- 
count from these figures of 50 cents on every 
2,0U0-pound purchase, and the end is not 
yet.

seen. The mi — pays for the milk when 
he gets ready, and is consequently in a good 
position to make a route by shavigg prices. 

Some of the tcemen say it is just as easy 
as this to become President of any old or 
rather new ice company, as icecutters who 
are unable to dispose of their product to the 
established companies are willing to sell car- 
load lots at reasonable rates to dealers who 
have no ice houses of their own. 


New and Old Companies Cut In. 


A number of new companies, unincor- 
- porated and incorporated, have sprung up 
already and are cutting into the territory of 
the one-time members of the defunct com- 
bination in lively fashiom 

The older companies are also jumping into 
the territory held sacred to their supposcd 
rivals under the agreement of 1896 and bid- 
ding for trade, regardless of consequences or 
prices. A lively fight is on north of the river 
between the Columbia and the Lincoln Ice 
companies. The Columbia has been offering 


ice right and left at a 50-ceht cut, and the 


Lincoln has offered contracts to customers 
at the same figures. 

The same thing is being done in all parts of 
the city, and some of those who have large 
capital invested in the business are taking a 
gloomy view of the situation. 

Before I would sell for less than 30-15 
cents I would hold the ice for next summer, 
when there may be a scarcity,” said the man- 
ager of one large company. There is 
precious little money in the business at that 
price.“

Trade Gossip on ’Change.

— The section of the rule in qusetion is as 
ollows: 

On contracts for grain or flaxseed for future de- 
livery, the tender of a higher grade of the same 
kind of grain or flaxseed than the one contracted 
for shall deemed sufficient. All contracts made 
for wheat, unless otherwise epecitied. shall be un- 
dersteod as for contract for wheat; and on 
such contracts, a tender of No. 1 red winter wheat, 
No. 2 red winter wheat, or No. 1 Northern spring 
wheat. or in such proportions as may be con- 
venient to the seller, subject, however, to the 
provisions of Sec. 5 of Rule XXI., shall be deemed 
a valid tender. 

The above to take effect on Oct. 1, 1897. 

The difference of opinion is really as to the 
time when the rule becomes operative. The 
Secretary of the board says that the intent of the 
directory in recommending the rule was to have 
it take effect at once, but “yi! to be operative on 
deliveries as far removed as October. This is the 
view taken by a great many of the directors and 
prominent members of the d. On the other 

. it is claimed that the rule is not to take 
effect until October, and that in consequence NS 
2 spring wheat is deliverable on all contracts, no 
matter how far deferred on any transactions made 
before October. It will probably be necessary to 
have a construction of the rule by the directors. 

There has been a quiet buying of wheat during 
the last few days which the pit traders do not 
seem to be able to satisfactorily locate. From 
appearances it would seem that some big operator 
or clique of traders is buying wheat through a 
lot of scalpers. . 

A feature in the coarse grain markets has been 
the closing up of the spread hetween July and 
May deliveries. It has been going on for several! 
days, and been the result of a better cash de- 
mand. The actigg of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion in advising e reduction of rail rates Kast 
on oats to 17c tended to firm up the market for 
local billed grain.

WHOLESALE LUMBER MARKET 
SHOWING FAIR AOTIVITY. 


‘Yards Generally Sorting Up in Antici- 
pation of an Active Business During 
the Early Summer Months—Cargo 
Trade About to Open and a Small 
Fleet Expected In Late This or Early 
Next Week—Rail Rate War Still On 
Cotton wood Prices Raised. 


HE wholesale lumber 

trade is making 

preparation for a 

busy season. The 

conditions of com- 

parative quiet which 

prevailed during the 

winter were broken 

with the advent of 

Spring by an active 

interchange between 

yards in the way of 

making up broken 

stocks. The early 

summer trade has 

made inroads on 

about all the yard 

stocks to a point where a good cargo busi- 
néss is necessary to fill up assortments. 
While this cargo trade has not yet opened 
it is expected to be rather better than last 
year. Several vessels have already left for 
cargoes, and the entire Chicago fleet is ex- 
pected to return in a bunch some time be- 
tween Saturday and Monday. The fact that 
practically no vessels have been coming 
in up to this time makes the cargo market 
little better than nominal. Prices, however, 
are quotably $8.50 for green inch piece stuff, 
$10.00@10.50 for common inch, $9.00 for short 
timber, and $10.00 for long. While prices are 
so low that mill men see little to encourage 


and the fair prospects of an improved de- 
mand move them to hope for an inquiry 
Which, will strengthen values and make the 
market more satisfactory from a sawmill 
point of view. 

Curtailment of city building during the 

spring months, as compared with the live- 
lier conditions which existed at this time 
last year, has tended to comparative in- 
activity at many of the yards and made 
competition considerably stronger for out- 
side orders. The fact that these orders are 
by no means as plentiful as formerly makes 
the trade all the more anxious to get and 
fill them at a small margin of profit. 
_ Hardwood stocks have been so slowly used 
up that replenishing is the general order of 
the day. The depletion has been caused by 
a demand for oak from both planing mills 
and furniture and kindred factories. Oak 
has been a most popular wood in even the 
little house trimming that has been done, 
and the cutting off of the Southern supply 
has helped to make Wisconsin red oak much 
more salable. Southern floods have also 
had an influence on the cottonwood market, 
advancing box-making grades 81.00 per thou- 
sand. The demand is already better than the 
supply. To a large extent poplar is being 
used for purposes for which only cottonwood 
has heretofore been found available. 


Cottonwood Prices Raised. 


An advance of $2 per thousand has been 
made on all. grades of cottonwood lumber 
by the Mississippi Valley Cottonwood As- 
sociation. This action has been taken on ac- 
count of the destruction caused by the floods 
on the Lower Mississippi. This adwance will 
make the average price of cottomwood lum- 
ber $12 per thousand hereafter. At a meet- 
ing held on Wednesday the association also 
adopted a memorial to the United States 
Senate indorsing the proposed duty of $2 
per thousand on all imported lumber. 

The demand for Southern pine is ight and 
SO are receipts. Prices are so low that ship- 
pers of this variety are not seexing the Chi- 
cago market as an outletefortheircut. This 
is partially accounted for by the fact that the 
trade is divided among so many yards. While 
the demand is by no means pronoun<ed, the 
inquiry is steady, for a certain percentage 
of yellow pine enters into every building 
constructed. It is probably ihe fact. how- 
ever, that in the interior trimming line there 
is more oak being used this year than in 
previous seasons, which leads to the supposi- 
tion that a degree of the siack demand for 
finishing stock is on account of the prepon- 


of the market sales of first and second floor- 
ings, plain sawed, have been made as low 
as $12.50 per thousand and of quarter-sawed 
as low as $16. 

As a means of exploiting the merits of 
cypress as a finish wood, an exhibit of this 
material is being installed at the Institute 
of Bullding Arts on Washington street. 

Local stocks of shingles have been consid- 
erably reduced recently. White cedars ap- 
pear to have the call, but there has recently 
been an improvement in the demand for white 


pine and Washington cedars. Stocks of all grades

Do MeEssrs. YERKES and Allerton under- 
stand clearly yet that they have no “ vested 
rights after 1903 in the Chicago streets 
they occupy? They have a vested right 
to make use of those streets until 1903, even 
though paying nothing for them, but no 
longer. When their lease expires the “ vest- 
ed rights of fhe city, which have been in 
abeyance for some years, will be effective 
agaln. Then the city can say whether the 
streets shall be used for street railroad pur- 
poses, and, if so, by whom and on what 
terms. In 1908 the lease of the present com- 
panies will expire. They cannot demand a 
renewal any more than the tenant of a 
dwelling or storecan. If the companies get 
a new lease it will be because they accept. 
he terms dictated by the city. Those terms 
will be just and not harsh, though the com- 
panies may think them so, for they have paid 
nothing for privileges which have brought 
in tens of millions. It is to be hoped that 
Yerkes will “accept the inevitable” and 
prepare for 1903, when the oity will come 
to its own again.

A NEW YERKES BILL THREATENED. 

At the very moment that he was voting 
to kill the Humphrey bills Representative 
Selby of Sangamon announced that he re- 
served: the right to introduce such a meas- 
ure. It is stated in the dispatches that it 
is more than probable some House com- 
mittee will report a bill providing for a 
twenty-year extension of the franchises of 
the street railroads, with permission to 
charge a five-cent fare during that time. 

The “ promoters” of the defeated boodle 
measures will claim that this new bill is 
„moderate and “ unobjectionable,” and 
can be voted for with propriety by mem 
bers who have been deaf thus far to the 
pleadings of Yerkes. 

A twenty-year grant on the terms pro- 
posed by Yerkes will not be as much ofa 
steal as a fifty-year grant, but it will be 
a steal of such magnitude that no member 
who has any regard for his oath, his con- 
stituents, or the welfare of the community 
in which he lives, can vote for it. 

As Tun Trisune has proved repeatedly, 
any compensation to the city for the use of 
its street which falls below one cent on each 
fare is inadequate. The difference between 
what the city shguld get and what any 
Yerkes bill proposes to give it is so much 
stolen from the revenues of Chicago. 

The gross receipts of the Chicago street 
railways last year were 16 millions. By 
1903, when the present licenses will most- 
ly expire, those receipts will be at least 
18 millions. A cent a fare will be one- 
fifth of that sum, or about three and a 
half millions. ) 

Mr. Yerkes is willing to allow the city 3 
per cent on the gross reeeipts, which would 
be about half a million. So the difference 
for one year between what be is willing 
to give and what he should give would be 
three million dollars. For twenty years 
that would amount to sixty millions, if the 
twenty years ran from 1903. If the ex- 
tension was for fourteen years from then 
the sum stolen from the city would be forty- 
two millions. 

So the only acceptable Yerkes bill will 
be one which provides that, commencing 
now, the city shall get one cent on every 
passenger, and enter at once into the pos- 
session of revenue which it needs sorely, 
and which it can get in no other way. The 
city would get that revenue at once if 
Yerkes and Allerton would announce that 
they had had enough of the street railroad 
business in Chicago and wanted to get out. 

Capitalists would step forward who 
would pay them all the money the stock- 
holders have put into the plants, and will 
agree gladly to pay the city the equivalent 
of three millions a year, commencing now. 

The Governor must understand, and so 
must the members of the Legislature, the 
citizens of Chicago, that any street railroad 
bill which gives the city less than one®*cent 
on each fare is a steal. It cannot be stated 
too positively that whoever promotes 
the proposed néw bill referred to above 
promotes a steal; whoever votes for it, votes 
for a steal, because he has been bribed. 

If any committee, having been tampered 
with by Yerkes, introduces a new bill to. 
bestow on him the revenues of the city, that 
bill should be hit in the head at once. There 
should be ne dallying with it. Its fate 
should be instant death. 


THE PRESS AND THE VICTORY, 

Among the many interviews as to the 
defeat of the Humphrey bills printed yes- 
terday morning that of Mr. Josiah L. 
Lombard was especially interesting, as in- 
dicating the part played by the public press 
in securing the great victory. Mr. Lombard 
says: 

The bills have been beaten, and we who came 
down from Chicago have had practically nothing 
to do but to see the thing done. The steering 
committee in the House has done excellent work 
in the fight against the bills; the Speaker stood 
firm, as was expected of him, and there was noth- 
ing in his rulings from the chair with which fault 
could be found; the members of the House, when 
the time came, stood for the people that elected 
them, and back of it all was the press of Chicago 
and the entire State, that first detected and point- 
ed, out the harmful features of the obnoxious 
measures and then gave expression to the feelings 
of the people as the people took occasion to make 
their feelings in the matter known. A few mem- 
bers of the House seem inclined to criticise the 
press. Let them say what they will, I believe if 
it had not been for the newspapers those bills 
would have passed the House. 

Mr. Lombard is right in his statement 
as to the power of the press in this long, 
stubborn fight against boodle. The real 
cause of the defeat was due to “ the damna- 
ble iteration” of the press. It poured a 
flood of light on the merits of the question. 
It hammered away, day in and day out. 
It went over the arguments again and 
again. It showed the justice of the popular 
demands and exposed the sophistries of 
Yerkes and Allerton. It demonstrated the 
enormous value of. the privileges Which 
they sought. It exposed the flimsy char- 
acter of the proposed compensation, and 
the violation of chartered rights and the 
Constitution involved. It made the people 
understand that if these bills passed they 
would have to pay five-cent fares for fifty 
years. Fifty years is about the age of 
the city. It seems atremote period, looking 
back, and yet these privileges would have 


been granted for a corresponding period; 


| held for half a century at the mercy of 


these corporations. It was because of this 
daily iteration that the people were at last 
aroused to a realization of their danger 
and then. brought a pressure to bear, upon 
their representatives which was irresisti- 
ble, It was because of this that malicious 
and disappointed boodlers devised the re- 
venge libel bill for the punishment of the 
press which had put an obstacle in their 
path they could not surmount. Haring 
achieved this great victory over the desper- 
ate boodlers they must now *be watched. 
The people need have no fear the press will 
not keep on their trail. It will not diminish 
its vigilance. Nor will any threats of re- 
velige libel bills restrain it from jealously 


YERKES’ WILD SHRIEK. 

The public statement of Yerkes, which 
„Was written out by him to be printed, as to 
the defeat of the Humphrey bills is in the 
nature of a wild shriek of rage and dis- 
appointment because the Chicago daily 
papers licked him and defeated his robber 
bills in spite of all the influences he and his 
confederates could bring to bear to thwart 
them. The people of Chicago are charac- 
terized as Socialists and Anarchists. The 
newspapers are all liars. The members of 
the Civic Federation are all thieves. The 
newspaper trust” has told “ brazen and 
glaring’ falsehoods. Not a person in Chi- 
cago from the Mayor down had ever read 
the bills or understood them if he had. 
The legislators are “ abject slaves to the 
newspapers and “ grovel at their feet.” 
Members were warned by the newspapers 
that if they voted for the bills they and 
their families would become “ outcasts.” 
Every man who has opposed these meas- 
ures is characterized as a rascal, liar, and 
thief by Yerkes, and the newspapers which 
have stood by the people are * vultures.” 
And so through a whole column Yerkes 
vents his rage, spite, and disappointment by 
piling up epithets and curses, 

1. Yerkes says in his statement: 

In the defeat of the Humphrey bills I con- 
gratulate the socialistic element of this city, and 
also the anarchistic element, which is now working 
from the top instead of from the bottom as it did 
eight years ago. At that time one of your chief 
stewards was George Schilling, who we now find 
in the position of expert demonstrator for the 
Civic Federation to show them how little street 
railroads are worth. 

George Schilling, the Labor Statis- 
tician, did not sendia word to the public on 
the Humphrey bills. The statement came 
from the pen of the far abler, more accu- 
rate, and better informed Prof. Bemis. 
Why did Yerkes conceal that fact, which 
was conspicuously printed in THe Trispune 
at the time it copied Prof. B.'s statistical 
statement? It was an eye-opener to the 
people and neither Yerkes nor any one for 
him attempted to answer or challenge its 
absolute truth. That statement must 
stand. lis correctness is admitted and 
confessed by the street railroad people. 
The array of facts and figures showed that 
the street railroad plants can all be dupli- 
cated ſor. a bout 30 millions, but are watered 
up to about 48 or 50 millions of dollars, 
and the stock has been bulled up to a seil- 
ing price of 90 millions, or double price on 
water, and on that the companies have been 
dividing profits of about 16 per cent on 
the 48 or 50 millions of stock, of which 
some 20 millions tonsist, not of bona fide 
investments, but “unearned increments,” 
or “ water.” Prof. Bemis demonstrated all 
this in fatal detail. 

2. Yerkes says of the part the. Civic 
Federation played in this victory: 

The Civic Federation leaders, who are without 
doubt frauds, and this can be easily proved, have 
stooped to all manner of deceit and trickery for 
the purpose of gaining their ends and deceiving 
the people, expecting thereby to come into a posi- 
tion where they would be relegated into power 
for the purpose of filling office at some time under 
the city or State administration. ° 

Every one of the circulars, statements, 
and exposures of the Humphrey bills made 
by the Civic Federation was printed in all 
the daily papers, but Yerkes & Co. did not 
refute them. They still stand unchallenged. 
Hence the members of the Civic Federation 
will not be injured by the vituperative 


( epithets contained in Yerkes’ wild shriek. 


3. Yerkes further says: 

I fail to have met a single person in all my ex- 
perience during the controversy over these bills 
that fairly understood the subject. Their informa- 
tion was gotten from the newspapers. At the 
time I visited the Mayor he frankly told me that 
all he knew of the bills was what he had seen 
in the newspapers and what he had learned from 
John M. Harlan, and here we find him at the 
head of the opposition, whipped into line by these 
dishonest sheets. 

If the Mayor carefully read what the 
daily papers stated about the Humphrey 
bills he was aceurately informed as to their 
contents and did not need to go to Yerkes or 
his attorneys for information. Tue TRIB- 
UNE printed the bills twice and extracts 
from them several times. Thissupplied the 
Mayor with all the information that was 
necessary. As for Ald. Harlan, he can 
speak for himself, and Yerkes will not have 
the temerity to question him. 

4. Again says Yerkes: 

It seems almost beyond comprehension when 
we consider the serious effect that the defeat of 
the Humphrey bills would have upon Chicago 
that such a course should be persisted in as we 
have witnessed during the last two months. The 
lesson which this teaches is that our legislators 
are reduced to the positions of abject slaves to 
their masters who are running our daily news- 
papers. 

What effect of an injurious character 
would the defeat of the Humphrey bills 
have had on the 1,700,000 people of Chi- 
cago? He does not explain it. Mr. Charles 
Yerkes and Mr. Samuel Allerton are not 
Chicago nor the majority of it. The daily 
newspapers fought for hoine rule over Chi- 
cago streets by the people of Chicago and 
for an adequate and equitable compensa- 
tion from the street railway corporations 
for the use thereof when the present license 
permits terminate in 1903. They also op- 
posed and denounced bribing legislators to 
betray and sacrifice the interests and rev- 
enues of the city. Yerkes denounces them 
as wrong and wicked for so doing! 

5. As to the newspapers, Yerkes says: 

There are three ily newspapers which have 
been concerned in‘ this affair; two of them are 
now robbing the people ugh the school fund 
by leases forced from the School Board in about 
the same manner that t Humphrey bills were 
killed, except that they went about it more qui- 
etly. These newspapers have received leases for 
ninety-nine years at a price much below that which 
could be had from other parties, and without 
} revaluation, and these the people who are 
raising a hue and cry about a street railway com- 
pany having a franchise for fifty years. 


This is the familiar lie borrowed from 
Altgeld, when he tried to punish those 
papers fdr criticising official conduct, 
which has become blacker and still worse

6. Yerkes says as to investments: 


Millions of dollars have been sent to Chicago and 
invested by people who had faith in the honor and 
integrity of the inhabitants of this city. There 18 
no doubt that an end has come to improvements, at 
least for some time. 


For every dollar sent to Chicago to 
invest in Yerkes’ street railroad stocks the 
people of Chicago got $000 and Yerkes & 
Co. $1.00. But the people of Chicago con- 
tributed the vast revenue which has forced 


price of 90 millions, though the water“ 
has been leaking out of it as the public be- 
gan to doubt Yerkes’ ability to buy the 
Legislature and pass his steals. 

Mr. Yerkes, should, and probably does, 
known that the influence of the press is in 
proportion to the justice and goodness and 
value of the cause it advocates. That is 
just what beat him and what now angers 
him and has caused his wild shriek. He or 
his agents tried to bribe the country papers 
with double pay advertisements in favor 
of his great steal. Tue Tripunp detected 
and exposed the dirty trick, which makes 
him hold the press in still lower regard, 
But the great victory has been won, and the 
papers can stand severely by and listen to 
his Vituperation. And they will continue 
to watch him and baffle him whenever he 
seeks to invade the rights of the people.

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THE TWO MISCHTIEF-MAKERS. 

The Senate Committee on Legislative Ap- 
portionment has reported a bill which is, as 
far as the Cook County districts, the work 
of those two mischief-breeders, Lorimer 
and Hertz. They are the men who wish to 
cut up the Twelfth Ward and thus cut down 
the Republican vote, They desire to have 
districts the nominations in which they can 
dictate through their ownership of com- 
mitteemen, so that they may be as in- 
fluential in the Legislature of 1899 as in 
that of 1897. 

An amendatory apportionment law must 
be enacted this year or the Republicans 
will not have an opportunity to pass one for 
twenty years. Lorimer and Hertz know 
that, and they are endeavoring to take ad, 
vantage of the situation to force through 
a county apportionment which suits them. 
They are trying to extort concessions at 
Springfield as the Rocky Mountain Sena- 
tors are at Washington. 

These men would rather have a district 
which elects two Democratie Representa- 
tives and one Republican—where they can 
name and own the minority member—than 
a district which elects two Republicans, 
whom they cannot select and own, and one 
Democrat. The prime object of Hertz and 
Lorimer is not to elect Republicans, but to 
elect subservient Representatives, through 
whom they can control legislation and pass 
or “hold up” bills, , 

The Cook County committee is to meet 
on Saturday to consider the apportionment 
question. It should repudiate and denounce 
the handiwork of the two marpiots who 
have inflicted so much injury on their 
varty in the past, and will inflict more in 
the future if they are not suppressed sum- 
marily. They have at heart the interests 
of Hertz and Lorimer alone, and will sacri- 
fice everything and everybody else to in- 
crease their overgrown, dangerous power. 

The apportionment bill must be passed 
and at the same time the Cook County dis- 
tricts must not be laid out for the sole 
purpose of electing Hertzites and Lorimer- 
ites—legislative yellow dogs who will do 
blindly the will of their masters. 

The Governor has already called the at- 
tention of the Republican members to the 
absolute necessity for the enactment of an 
amendatory apportionment law. He should 
tell them that Lorimer and Hertz musi not 
be suffered to exact as the price for such a 
law an outrageous Cook County apportion- 
ment which will injure the party tfrre- 
trievably. 


BOYCOTT AFTER BOYCOTT. 

The members of the Cut Stone Contract- 
ors’ Association threaten to reduce the 
wages of their men if the Stone Cutters’ 
Union does not boycott all employers who 
are not members of the association. The 
stone cutters do boycott an employer who 
hires men who do not belong to their union, 
but they ate not quite ready to boycott one 
who wil! not join the bosses’ union. 

The union men assert that the bosses in- 


sist on their boycott in order that they may 


be abie to secure a monopoly in furnishing 
cut stone for the new Postoffice and other 
large structures. Perhaps the bosses retort 
that the union insists on its boycott of non- 
union men in order that its members may 
have a monopoly of the work of cutting 
stone, 

But while bosses are boycotting bosses 
and workmen are boycotting workmen, the 
men who furnish the money to put up buiid- 
ings aie quictly boycotting all of them. 
That is, they are saying: “ We will wait 
till these labor wars of stone cutters and 
plumbers and steamfitters and hodcarriers 
are over before we take our money out of 
bank and uss it for building purposes.“ 

Building has not been so dull in ten years 
as it is today. There are but four new 
structures of any importance being erected. 
There are over 10,000 artisans and laborers 
without work. This is the infelicitous time 
which some walking delegates have 
chosen to make a demand for higher 
wages and shorter hours, and which con- 
tractors pick to endeavor t6 organize a boy- 
cott. What will boycotts amount to when 
there is no work to be done? 


MAYOR A SMALL FACTOR IN VICTORY. 

Several of the Democratic Aldermen, in 
commenting on the defeat of the Hum- 
phrey bills, attribute the result to the per- 
sonal efforts of Mayor Harrison. There is 
a natural tendency on the part of some men 
after a big battle has been fought to give 
the credit for the victory to persons who 
had practically nothing to do with bringing 
it about.

THE SENATORIAL APPORTIONMENT. 

A Springfield dispatch contains the fol- 
lowing statement by Senator Mason con- 
cerning the Senatorial apportionment: 

You can say for me that the apportionment bill 
as it now stands will never pass the House. I am 
perfectly willing to go on record on that proposi- 
tion. I have spent some time today talking with 
my friends in the House concerning this measure 
and I am well assured that they are not ready 
from any motive whatsoever to enact legislation 
which it is so plain will be detrimental to the 
interest of the Republican party of the State of 
Tldinois. 

Senator Mason’s statement is painfully 
He should have gone on to 
say that, while the attempt of Lorimer and 
Hertz to manipulate the Cook County dis- 
tricts to suit themselves must be defeated, 
yet, whatever happened, a bill must be 
passed which will remove the unconstitu- 
tional, gerrymandering features of the pres- 
ent apportionment. 

Senator Mason speaks of defeating the 
pending bill. He has not a word to say 
about passing a better bill. He should have 
told the Repubjican members of the Legis- 
lature that they must not adjourn until they 
have amended the present law so as to 
make it fair to both parties. 

If the Republicans do not do that they 
will not have a chance to make an appor- 
tionment in twenty years unless they are 
favored at the right moment by tidal waves 
like those of 1894 and 1806. 

The probabilities are that they will not 
be thus favored and that the Legislature of 
1901, if elected under the present appor- 
tionment, will be Democratic even though 
the Republicans carry the State by 20,000 
or 80,000. In that event the apportionment 
for the next decade will be a Democratic 
gerrymander, even as the present one is. 

Senator Mason states that he is not in- 
terested personally in the apportionment 
question. Does he mean to intimate that 
he does not think of being a candidate for 
reélection when his term expires in 1903? 
But if he does have hopes of another term 
he is personally interested in the enact- 
ment of a law to amend the present appor- 
tionment. For otherwise, when 1903 comes 
around, it is reasonably certain there will 
not be a Republican majority on joint 
ballot. 1 

Senator Mason should put himself right 
on the record at once by impressing on his 
many friends in the General Assembly the 
supreme importance of amending the ap- 
portionment law—not to meet the wishes of 
Hertz and Lorimer, but so as to get fair 
play for the Republicans of this State. 


INDETERMINATE SENTENCE LAW. 

The Supreme Court has decidéd the in- 
determinate sentence law is constitutional, 
and has thus blighted the hopes of several 
hundred convicts who have been sent to the 
penitentiary since it was enacted, and who 
thought they would be turned loose if it was 
held void. 

The most serious objection raised to the 
law was that it took from the courts the 
power to determine the duration of a sen- 
tenee and conferred it on the Board of Pen- 
itentiary Commissioners — a non- judicial 
body. It was contended also that the Con- 
stitution guarantees to every man the 
right of trial by jury as heretofore enjoyed,“ 
and that hence the right to fix the term of 
imprisonment could not be taken away from 
juries. 

The court holds, only one Justice dis- 
senting, that the law does not confer judi- 
cial powers on the Penitentiary Commis- 
sioners and Warden, because no criminal 
can have his sentence terminated and be 
discharged without the consent of tthe 
court which convicted him and the Gov- 
eror. : 

The court holds further that the language 
of the Constitution, quoted above, was not 
intended to confer on juries a constitutional 
right to fix the term of imprisonment. It 
cannot be assumed that the framers of the 
Constitution meant the mode of trying per- 
sons which existed in 1870 must remain 
unchangeable in any respect. 

But, although the Supreme Court has 
sustained the law, the Legislature can re- 
peal it if it sees fit. The court may. have 
been influenced somewhat in its course by 
the fact that if it had upset the law hun- 
dreds of convicts would have to be dis- 
charged or tried over again. The repeal of 
the law will have no such consequences. 

The session is so near an end, however, 
that the General Assembly will do nothing. 
Complaint has been made that the law does 


not work satisfactorily and that criminals 


are turned loose too speedily in an unre- 
formed state. If such complaints continue 
the Legislature of 1899 can put an end to 
an unsuccessful reform experiment.

In connection with the Aleged purpose 
of the Humphrey legislators to try to get 
through the House a new bill containing the 
provisions recently published as “the 
amended bill,“ it is said there is a scheme 
in the Senate to tie up business so that 
there can be no adjourmment until some 
time in July. There does not appear to be 
any ground for alarm in this threat. The 
Senate has already placed itself in a position 
by which the House can easily defeat any 
such plan. The House resolution providing 
for final adjournment on May 14 has been 


-amended by the Senate by the substitution 


of June 4, and the resolution is now in the 
possession of the House awaiting concur- 
rent action. The House should speedily. 
adopt this resolution, which would settle 
the question of final adjournment. But in 
addition to that, if the House should finish 
up its business and be ready for adjourn- 
ment, and the Senate, for any unworthy, 
motive, should refuse to adjourn, the Gov- 


lege and prorogue the Legislature to some 


date far in the future, and thus send the 


Senators home, just as was once done by 
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his veto club. He should admonish the Leg- 
islature to have nothing more to do with 
Yerkes and Allerton bills and recommend 
it to get back to the legitimate business of 
the State, which has been suffering from its 
neglect. Let him tell the Senate and the 
House that it will be of no use to introduce 
any bill of the Humphrey kind, and that 
they must now attend to their proper work. 
They have devoted enough time to the greed 
and audacity of Yerkes and Allerton Now 
let them attend to the interests of the people 
who sent them to Springfield.

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HINTS ON “BOUDOIR GYMNASTICS.” 


Movements Intended to Develop the 
Body in Ways in Which Ordinary 
Athletic Exercises Fail. 


To be supple is ‘ne of the chief ambitions 
af the woman who makes any pretensions 
to beauty and grace. She feels that rheuma- 
tiem is a crime, not merely an unhappy visi- 
“tation of fate. She regards stiffness as a 
fault, not a misfortune, and she scorns the 
thought of easy chairs or walking-sticks be- 
fore the age of 70. 

One of the chief aids to attaining this de- 
sirable grace and lightness and to retain 
it when once it is acquired is by the method 
of boudoir gymnastics. They are in- 
tended to develop and exercise the body in 
ways in which the ordinary athletic sports 
fail. Four simple exercises which require 
no apparatus are described here. They 
should be taken immediately after rising or 
before going to bed, and in loose clothing. 

The first one is known as the free arm and 
leg movement. Poise the body lightly on 
the toe of the right foot, raising the right 
arm and allowing the left foot to be raised 
from the ground. Now bend the body slight- 
ly forward, allowing the leg to swing back- 
ward; reverse the action, throwing the leg 
forward; repeat several times, and then go 
through the same exercise with the other leg 
and arm. It will be a little difficult at first 
to keep the balance, but this will gradually 
be acquired by constant practice. 

In the second movement the arms and 
hands are raised at any angle, the exercise 
being to stand upon the toes and to raise the 
heels up and down, on and off the ground 
repeatedly, in as light and “springy” a 
manner as possible. This strengthens and 
develops the calves of the legs and gives 
a good arch to the instep. 

In the third, called the ballet move- 
ment, the right foot is planted firmly on 
the ground, and the left leg raised with the 
knee bent as high as possible. This pose 
is retained while you count ten, and is re- 
“peated six times. The other leg is then 
exercised in the same manner. 

The fourth movement is devised for 
strengthening the hips. With the left knee 
bent almost so that it touches the floor, 
and the right leg stretched out from the 
hip and the hands on the hips gradually 
raise the body to a standing posture, bring- 
ing the feet together, repeating the exercise 
with each leg six times.

The present gener- 

ation is so familiar 

with the decadence 
of our sea power and 
its recent attempted 
rehabili on that 
its past achieve- 
ments are nearly forgotten. It is not quite 
s0 much the laughing stock of nations as 
it was a few years ago, yet it ranks below 
those of other countries of inferior wealth 
and less population. But, wimtever its 
present or future, the first century of its 
history is a nearly unbroken record of vic- 
tories. To the navy of no other nation is 
accorded the honor of having defeated En- 
gland, for centuries the mistress of the seas. 

It is nearly a century since our naval hie- 
tory began. Four wars were fought in a 
little over a dozen years, and not until we 
whipped England did we have peace. Two 

these wars were with France, a short 
time previously our friend and ally, a third 
with Tripoli, and the fourth with England. 
The time may come when this country will 
be forced into war again. In fact, the con- 
ditions are ripe for a repetitiom of the era 
which produced the American navy. As 
ex-Secretary Herbert points out in a re- 
cent magazine articlé, we began the experi- 
ment of free government upon the theory 
that we should attend strictly to our own 
affairs. The wars in Europe, however, 
drove the carrying trade of the world into 
American handg in spite of ourselves. The 
American flag floated from mastheads of 
ships on every sea. The necessity of pro- 
tecting this commerce brought forth the 
«merican navy and resulted in four wars 
with foreign powers. Another great Euro- 
pean war would again drive the commerce 
of the world to seek the protection of the 
American flag, and if the opportunity ever 
comes to us again it is to be hoped the pres- 
tige will be retained. 

Up to 1812 more than 900 American ships 
had been seized by the British and over 500 
by the French. War was declared in 1812 
against England after our patience had 
been thoroughly exhausted. Today it would 
take only one of those 1,400 reasons to drive 
us into war, and, let us hope, with no less 
glorious results. , 

The author of For King and Country ” 
has made a felicitous choice of subject for 
his latest effort. Like the former work, 
which is a story of the American revolu- 
tion, the present one puts history in at- 
tractive garb. Unlike For King and 
Country,” however, it does not resort to 
fiction to embellish the tale, but is a narra- 
tlom of the actual deeds of brave seamen. 
Mr. Barnes does not at pt to give a 
complete or prolix account of the war of 
1812, but simply to tell the story of the most 
prominent actions in which vessels of the 
regular service participated. Two affairs 
in which American privateers took part are 
introduced. The following excerpt from 
the chapter on the capture of the Guerrfere 
by the Constitution will give the reader an 
idea of the author’s style:

Four ounces finely chopped beef, four 
ounces finely chopped fresh pork (the best 
way is to take one pork chop), one even tea- 
spoonful salt, half even teaspoonful pep- 
per, quarter teaspoonful grated nutmeg, one 
cupful stale bread soaked in cold water 
pressed out in a towel and then measured, 


half tablespoonful butter, one whole egg 


and the yelk of one egg. 

Melt the butter in a saucepan, add the 
bread, and stir five minutes over the fire, 
then remove; when cold mix the ingredients 
together, form into small balls rolled in flour 
and boil either in “boiling soup or in boiling 
salted water; cook eight minutes and serve. 
If liked, one teaspoonful grated onion may 
be added. 

Bean soup with bacon—Soak one pint 
white beans for several hours in cold water, 
drain, and place them in saucepan with 
three quarts cold water; wash, and boil ten 
minutes one pound of lean bacon, add it to 
the beans; as soon as it boils add half cupful 
fine cut celery, the same of carrots, and 
two good-sized onions; cover and cook until 
the beans are — which will take about 
two hours; remove the bacon, rub the soup 
thoroughly through a sieve, taste if neces- 
sary, add some salt and a little white pepper:

| MENACEIN DREYERPROBE 


CLERKS WHO HELPED TO MAKE BO.- 
GUS PAPER SAID TO BE IN DANGER. 


Special Grand Jury Hears Many Wit- | 


messes Who Testify to Losing 
Through the Bank’s Failure or Be- 
ing Defrauded by Means of Worth- 
less Mortgages—Evidence on Park 
Board Transactions—Consideration 
of Chase’s Shortage to Be Deferred. 


The irregularities which the special grand 
jury has discovered in the business methods 
of E. S. Dreyer & Co. are sufficient, it is said, 
to assure indictments against many persons 
besides Dreyer and Berger, the active prin- 
cipals. It is now common report that the 
clerks who were most active in the making 
of bogus paper will come in for not a little 
attention. 

Many witnesses examined yesterday were 
persons Who had suffered losses by the fail- 
ure of the bank, or, according to their own 
testimony, had been defrauded in transac- 
tions they had had with either Dreyer or 
Berger prior to the time that the bank went 
into the hands of the receiver. 

Of the latter class the number seems to be 
great. Men are continually coming before 
the jury who complain that they placed with 
this fim fer investment sums of money 
representing their whole earthly possessions. 
They had implicit confidence in both the men 
at the head of the institution and believed 
them when they were told that no invest- 
ment had been made. 


Get Worthless Mortgages. 


There are many others who are only less 
fortunate in that they hold, in lieu of the 
money they intrusted to the bank, paper 
that is proved to be worthless. Some hold 
mortgages which they purchased upon the 
assurance of Dreyer that they were first 
liens upon good city property. It transpires 
now that these are third and sometimes 
fourth mortgages, and that many are for 
property in swamp regions. They are all 
practically worthless in the estimation of 
experts. 

F. A. Marquard, No. 3119 Armour avenue, 
is one of the losers in this category. He 
testified yesterday. Assistant State’s-At- 
torney McEwen has the names of some 
twenty more who will give similar testimony 
before the grand. jury. Most of them are 
Germans, industrious and practically poor. 

Among the unlucky depositors who testi- 
fied yesterday, some of whom placed money 
in the bank within an hour or two of the 
final closing, were Thomas Donnelly, a loan 
broker: T. C. Gleuch, and William Dollard, 
Treasurer of the Policemen’s Benevolent 
Fund. 

Wodrich’s Expert Testimony. 


Herman J. Wodrich, an expert account- 
ent, who has been investigating the books of 
the West Park Board, proved to be a valua- 
bie witness in that his testimony estab- 
‘ished certain facts attending Dreyer’s deal- 
‘ings as Treasurer of the board and the part 
the officials of the National Bank of Illinois 
took in the transfer of park funds to the ac- 
count of E. S. Dreyer & Co. 

Most of these transactions are already fa- 
miltar to the public. It is shown that the 
first time that Dreyer made this question- 
able use of the park funds was in May, 
18 495. At that time he seems to have over- 
drawn his account in the National Bank 
of Illinois $50,000. He drew from his ac- 
count as Treasurer of the Park Board su- 
cient funds to cover that amount. 

At the time the park bonds, amounting 
to $354,000, were sold. and the proceeds 
given into his keeping he had overdrawn 
his account at the National Bank of Illinois 
$119,000. The overdraft was immediately 
eatistied. A few days later he drew out 
$150,000 more and used it to cover certain 
notes that bécame due. The result was that 
when he failed there was only $800 of the 
Park Board’s funds to his credit. . 

Dreyer's methods of handling the North 
‘Town funds are also being investigated. At 
the time of his failure he had about $20, 000. 
The amount had wholly disappeared, and 
the evidence of the books is that he had 
used most of it in meeting demands from the 
‘West Park Board. 

Chase’s Case Deferred. 


County Attorney Iles’ plan of having the 
grand jury immediately take up the case 
of ex-County Recorder S. B. Chase's alleged 
shortage was rudely interfered with yes- 
terday by State’s-Attorney Deneen. The 
latter thinks that the present grand jury 
has enough on its hands to keep it busy dur- 
ing the present week, and that by that time 
it will have earned its discharge. If the 
matter is taken up at all it will not be until 
the next grand jury has qualified. 

It is said that County Attorney les told the

TELLS HOW 10 FIGHT TAMMANY, 


Opposition Must Line Up on the Repub- 
lican Party — Platt Says a Union 
Ticket Alone Can Defeat Tammany 
—“Tiger’s Victory a Victory for 
Bryanism— The Insolent gttempt 
of Non-Partisans to Usurp Power 
and Grab Public Benefits” Means 
Tammany Hibernian Rule. 


New York World, May 8: Senator Thomas 
C. Platt dictated the following statement, 
which was given out at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel last night, ‘and contains his ideas 
as to how the campaign for Mayor of the 
Greater New York next fall should berun: 

There are some observations which, with 
the indulgence of the newspapers, I should 
like at this time to submit to the voters 
within the Greater New York concerning the 
political campaign now shaping. It looks to 
me as though the situation were becoming 
unwisely confused, with the likely result of 
such a breach in the forces that ought to 
move unitedly against Tammany Hall as 
will inure greatly to the benefit of the Tam- 
many ticket. 

No matter how far apart individuais who 
desire to save the new city with its magnifi- 
cent possibilities from Tammany misrule 
may be as to methods and men, there are 
certain facts which they must admit, and by 
which, as intelligent human beings, they 
mould be controlled. 

»The first is that Tamany still posseses 
a great party organization and a powerful 
following. The second is that the Republic- 
an organization is equally powerful, if not 
indeed stronger than Tammany's, and that 


trom the Republican party must be contrib- 


uted at least four-fifths of all the votes that 
can be cast against the Tammany, ticket. 
And the third is that the surest way to defeat

I have seen a good many insolent at- 
tempts to usurp power and grab public 
benefits, but this performance of the best 
citizens’ for sheer audacity and wanton 
recklessness has no counterpart within my 
experience of politics. 

“Let us look at it a moment. Ws are 
about to enter upon the greatest experi- 
ment in municipal government that has been 
undertaken in this country. We have per- 
formed a consolidation of interests quite 
comparable with the union of the Thirteen 
Colonies. It insures to the people brought 
within its operation better and cheaper trans- 
portation, more comfortable homes, lower 
rents, vastly improved facilities for the 
transaction of their business, and the in- 
numerable benefits that proceed from a sim- 
pler administration and a larger control of 
their affairs. 

“And if the opportunity it affords for the 
promotion of their common interests in the 
improvement of the water fronts, in the ex- 
tension and use of their parks, and in se- 
curing larger revenues from the grant of 
public franchises is taken advantage of it 
will give them a much better and a much 
— government than they have ever 

“The danger is the restoration of Tam- 
many Hall. Its leaders have identified them- 
selves and their organization with the Chi- 
cago Bryan 16 to 1 platform. Their main 
idea is local plunder, and to secure that they 
would nominate a silver Democrat, or any 
other sort of Democrat with whom they 
thought they had in the situation existing 
at the time the best chance of winning.

BIG CAPITAL CAUSES GREAT 
REDUCTIONS OF COST. 


And Imtroduces Scientifie Economy 
and Labor-Saving Methods, Thus 
Cheapening Production—Instances: 
Standard Oil Company, Cottonseed 
Oil Trust, Sugar Trust, and the Com- 
bination of Telegraph Companies— 
The Concentrating Policy on Rail- 
way Freights — Large Increase of 
Employment for Labor Is one of the 
Results. 


New York Sun: The May number of Gun- 
ton’s Magazine of New York contains a lucid 
and cogent article on the effect of large 
aggregations of capital used in manufact- 
ures and business upon wages and the prices 
of commodities. The figures which are set 
forth are eloquent and decisive. 

Among: the conspicuous examples of vast 
aggregated capital referred to are the Stand- 
ard Oil trust, the sugar trust, and the cot- 
ton seed oll trust. We are reminded that, 
when the Standard Oil company was or- 
ganized, in 1872, oil was not only dear but 
poor, and even dangerous to use. Imme- 
diately after the organization of the trust 
a series of experiments was begun for im- 
proving the quality of the commodity, as 
well as for reducing the cost for refining, 
transporting, and distributing it. 

Chief among these economies was a sys- 
tem of pipe lines by which oil could be di- 
rectly pumped from the wells to the re- 
fineries at the great centers. In other de- 
partments of the business similar reduc- 
tions of expense were effected. In the manu- 
facture of barrels, for example, the cost 
has been lowered from $2.85 to 81. 25, or 
about 47 per cent. In the making of tin 
cans a saving of 50 per cent has been made. 
Nearly the same thing may be said of 
wooden cases, the cost of which has been 
cut down from 20 to 13 cents As a result 
of these various economies, and of im- 
provements in the methods of refining ren- 
dered possible by the greater concentra- 
tion of capital, the quality of oll has been 
immensely improved, the explosive element 
having been eliminated and the illuminating 
quality having been greatly increased. More- 
over, and this is the capital point for our 
present purpose, the price to the consumer 
has been reduced 55 24½ cents per gallon 
to 6% cents per gallof, or over 75 per cent. 

The cotton seed oil trust, although smaller 
and younger than the Standard Oil, has also 
had a notable influence upon the price of the 
product. When the trust was organized, in 
1884, the price of standard summer yellow oil 
was 47.8 per gallon; but during the twelve 
ensuing years it has been gradually dimin- 
ished until it is now 23.5, a reduction of 
some 50 per cent. A corresponding influ- 
ence upon the price of commodities has been 
exerted by the sugaf trust, which was organ- 
ized in the closing months of 1887. In De- 
cember of that year granulated sugar was 
7 cents a pound; in February, 1897, it was 
4.3 cents, representing a fall of 39 per cent. 

From the result of concentrating capital 
upon the manufacture of staple articles of 
consumption, the writer of the article in 
Gunton’s Magazine passes to the history of 
combining numerous small concerns ‘into 
large ones in the matter of the telegraph 
industry. Before this aggregation took 
place in 1866 it cost to send a ten-word mes- 
sage fromi New York City to different West- 
ern points as follows: Washington, 75 cents, 
now 25 cents; Chicago, $2.20, now 40 cents; 
St. Louis, $2.65, now 40 cents; New Orleans, 
$3.25, now 60 cents; Galveston, $5.50, now 
75 cents; San Francisco, $7.45, now $1; Ore- 
gon, $10.20, now $1; Washington Territory, 
$12, now $1. The agglomeration of capital 
in the great railway systems has had a sim- 
lar outcome. 

In 1873 there were in the United States 
70,268 miles of railroad, which moved 188,- 
000,000 tons of freight, the cost of which was 
2.21 cents per ton per mile. In 1895, as a con- 
sequence of the concentrating policy, there 
were 181,021 miles of railway, which moved 
763,799,883 tons of freight, and charged the 
shippers only .839 of a cent per ton per mile, 
representing a reduction of over 50 per cent 
in the cost of transportation during twenty- 
two years. To state the result in another 
way, the purchasigg power of wages with 
respect to the commodities mentioned has 
increased since the organization of the large 
concerns as follows: Telegraphing, 600 per 
cent; petroleum, 800 per cent; cotton-seed 
oil, 100 per cent; railway transportation, 100 
per cent; and sugar, 64 per cent. 

As regards wages, the writer in Gunton’s 
Magazine points out that in all the indus- 
tries where great aggregation of capital has 
taken place the earnings of labor have in- 
creased. The question of permanent em- 
ployment is, as all workmen know, scarcely 
less important than that of wages. The 
tendency of the concentration of productive 
capital, is one of the most effective: if not 
the only. means of averting that temporary 
suspension of industry which constitutes a 
social calamity. The larger the investment 
of capital, the greater the loss from any in- 
terruption of productive activity. In the 
case of one of the large trusts a short stop- 
page of production might more than neutral- 
ize the profits of a whole year. .Conse- 
quently the larger the concern, the more un- 
remitting the effort accurately to adjust its 
output to the market’s demands, so as to 
avoid loss from interruption. 

The essential economic effect of large ag- 
gregations of capital are, then, these: First, 
that by the use of superior methods they 
improve the quality and reduce the price of 
commodities; secondly, .hey are more favor- 
able than smaller concerns to an increase 
in wages; lastly, by introducing scientific 
precision into industry they increase the 
permanence of employment and reduce the 
tendency to periodical industrial depression. 
It follows that the concentration of capital 
in industrial enterprise is economically 
sound, socially advantageous, and necessary 
to modern progress.
